As might have been expected, the transfer of the old 
wooden cruiser Essex of the United States Navy to the 
Great Lakes for the use of the naval militia in their 
annual drills is regarded by a certain section of the 
Canadian press, including the Ottawa Citizen, with dis- 
favor and distrust. American warships on the Great 
Lakes, says the Citizen, can have but one object—to 
menace Canada—and the fortifications now building at 
Oswego and other points along the frontier have only 
one object—to harbor those warships above and below 
the Welland Canal. The Citizen is also displeased at 
the plan to establish a training station of the United 
States Navy on the Great Lakes and is quite convinced 
that it is prompted by some sinister purpose against the 
liberties of the Canadian people, although as a matter 
of fact, its sole object is to obtain sailors for our ships 
at sea and send them to the coast thoroughly trained 
to the work required of them. The touchiness with which 
Canadian journals like the Citizen regard these enter- 
prises of American defense, is both amusing and de- 
plorable. It indicates an unneighborly disposition to 
take offense when no offense whatever is intended, and 
thus cause needless friction in our relations which 
should be always dominated by the sincerest cordiality 
and good will. The displeasure with which the develop- 
ment of our defenses is viewed in Canada is in striking 
contrast with the interest and approval with which the 
development of the Canadian defenses are regarded here 
in the United States. The Canadian plan for her militia 
system aims to organize and train a force of half a mil- 
lion men who shall be available for service in time of 
need, and we believe that the existence of that force 
will mean increased security for the peace and welfare 
of both countries. The project causes neither alarm 
nor resentment in the United States, but on the con- 
trary, it is looked upon as an excellent enterprise, worthy 
of Canada’s great resources and calculated to promote 
their orderly development. It is announced from Jamai- 
ca that Great Britain has decided to increase her forti- 
fications at Kingston and to establish there a first class 
naval station which shall be the base for her fleet divi- 
sion in West Indian waters. We have just as much 
right to regard that project as a “menace” to American 
interests as the Canadians have to regard a naval train- 
ing station and a thirty year old wooden cruiser on the 
Great Lakes as a “menace” to Canada. But just as 
much right means no right at all.

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To those who denounce the United States Government 
for its “oppression” of the Philippines and insist that 
the national honor requires the immediate surrender 
of the islands to their own inhabitants, we earnestly 
commend an article on “The Recantation of an Anti- 
Imperialist” published in The Outlook by David Gray, a 
lawyer, who was formerly engaged in journalism in 
New York and other cities. Mr. Gray frankly states 
that prior to the summer of 1902 he was actively in 
sympathy with the anti-imperialist program, that as an 
editorial writer in the columns of leading daily news- 
papers of New York he attacked continuously the policy 
of the Government regarding the Philippines, and that 
he believed Aguinaldo and his cause to be comparable to 
Washington and the issues of the Revolution. In the 
summer of 1902 he went to the Philippines and spent 
many weeks in a careful study of the newly-installed 
civil government, confidently expecting to find, even in 
its beginning, abundant evidence of the capacity of the 
Filipinos for self-rule, his purpose being to use the in- 
formation thus acquired in a campaign in the United 
States for Filipino emancipation. The result, however, 
of his inquiries, which extended over all the more im- 
portant islands of the archipelago, was that Mr. Gray 





returned to the United States with his views flatly re- 
versed and profoundly convinced that the Filipinos are 
not fit for self-rule and that to give it to them would 
be little short of criminal. “I went to the islands,” says 
Mr. Gray, “convinced that our retention of them was 
an international crime; I left them convinced that any 
other course than that which we are pursuing would be 
a breach of international humanity, comparable to leav- 
ing a helpless infant to perish in the storm. * * * 
Moreover, any agitation in this country with Filipino 
independence as its object can work only as a cruelly 
unsettling and dangerous influence, tending to postpone 
what it seeks to hasten. Aguinaldo’s former Secretary 
of State said to me: “The Vilipinos have three great 
needs, and none of them is independence. The first is 
schools, the second is more schools, and the third is 
more schools.’ This is a true saying. They need educa- 
tion along all lines; they need development. * * * 
To give the half-educated, irresponsible, and dangerous 
Filipino demagogue, and there are many of these, an 
opportunity for believing that our policy toward the 
islands is to be a vacillating and changeable one, de- 
pendent upon the mutations of American politics, would 
be a crime with effects too far-reaching to be antici- 
pated. * * * ” 





Capt. Samuel W. B. Diehl, Judge Advocate General, 
U.S.N., has made an important decision in a case in- 
volving an interesting question of States rights. The 
State of Virginia has on its statute books an act pro- 
viding for the inspection, chiefly with regard to the man- 
ner of packing, of gunpowder and other explosives 
brought into the State from other sources, and an at- 
tempt was made to enforce that act in the case of a 
shipment of powder for the use of the Navy. The Navy 
Department denied the jurisdiction of the Virginia au- 
thorities, refused to pay the inspection fees, amounting 
to $26, and referred the matter to the Judge Advocate 
General, Captain Diehl, who, in an opinion denying the 
right of Virginia to enforce its inspection laws against 
property intended for the United States Government, 
enunciates the following sound doctrine: “The question 
to be determined in this case is whether the State of 
Virginia may, under its police power, exercise control 
over and supervise the handling of property of the Fed- 
eral Government within the borders of the State and 
impose a charge therefor upon the Government, If 
the State of Virginia has authority to control the ship- 
ment through the State of powder belonging to the 
Government and impose a charge therefor, it may stop 
such powder at its borders on the ground that it is im- 
properly boxed, or that it is not boxed in accordance 
with the regulations of the State. If Virginia may un- 
dertake to enforce such a police regulation, it follows 
that every other State may co the same. If a State 
may contro] the transfer of powder belonging to the 
Government, it may inspect a regiment of Cavalry under 
police regulations providing for the inspection of all 
horses coming across its borders. If one State may in- 
spect a regiment of Cavalry and impose charges there- 
for, it follows that every other State may do the same 
thing. If a regiment of Cavalry may be inspected and 
turned back (for, of course, the power to inspect in- 
cludes the power to stop), then an army of Cavalry and 
Artillery may be inspected and stopped at the borders 
of the State.” 





Lieut. Gen. A. R. Chaffee, Chief of Staff, and Quart- 
ermaster General Humphrey returned to Washington 
on August 23, and resumed their duties at the War 
Department after their very extensive tour of inspection 
which extended over a period of about two months. Both 
General Chaffee and General Humphrey were pleased 
with the results of their trip. They found, as a general 
proposition, the Army posts at which théy stonned in ex- 
cellent condition, and the discipline of the troops about 
all that could be desired. Several minor changes in the 
management of posts and the instruction and discipline 
of the men were noted by General Chaffee and will be 
the subject of a report to the Secretary of War. Now 
that General Chaffee has returned to the War Depart- 
ment several routine matters of interest and importance 
to the Army will receive final action. The uniform 
order, which has been hanging fire for several months, 
will soon be promulgated and other matters relating to 
the commissioned personnel of the Service will be dis- 
posed of soon. The general order of Artillery instruc- 
tion has been received in proof form by the War Depart- 
ment and will be submitted to Lieutenant General Chaf- 
fee for his signature as soon as a few minor corrections 
in the regulations governing target practice by the Ar- 
tillery have been made by the Chief of the Artillery 
Corps. This order is of the greatest importance to the 
officers and men of the Artillery Corps, but, owing to its 
great length, cannot well be published here in full. As 
soon as the final corrections are made, however, a full 
synopsis will be given.

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Major Louis L. Seaman, former surgeon in the United 
States Volunteer service, who was a close observer of 
hospital conditions during the Spanish War and after- 
ward in the Philippines, has arrived at Chefoo after a 
tour of many Japanese hospitals within the zone of war 
in the Far East, and has made an extremely interesting 
statement of facts which came within his notice. He 
speaks in high terms of the Japanese method of caring 
for the wounded, which, he says, is one of non-inter- 
ference with wounds on the field except in cases where 


the victims are in danger of bleeding to death. In all 
other cases the treatment consists chiefly in the applica- 
tion of antiseptics and first-aid bandages, leaving the 
more serious work to be performed in the hospitals, the 
result being that many men suffering from bullet wounds 
at the front are almost wholly recovered by the time 
they reach Japan. One case is cited of a ship bound to 
Japan with 2,200 wounded men on board, among whom 
there was not a single death during the voyage, and 
Major Seaman concludes that if a Japanese soldier is 
hit and not killed outright, the chances are in favor of 
his recovery. The Japanese are cleanly, and that fact, 
together with their simple diet of rice and fish, varied 
occasionally with meat, in Major Seaman's opinion adds 
to their chances of recovery when wounded. He notes 
as a striking incident of the present war that the use of 
small caliber bullets of high velocity frequently pro- 
duces aneurism in their victims. This, it is believed, is 
an effect quite unforeseen by military surgeons, 





Capt. Henry T. Allen, 6th U.S. Cav., Brigadier General 
and Chief of the Philippines Constabulary, is so greatly 
impressed with the constabulary as a possible source of 
material for a native military organization that he is 
making persistent efforts to interest bright young Fili- 
pinos in the constabulary service. To that end he has 
issued a circular to the heads of the leading colleges 
and academies throughout the Philippines explaining the 
character, pay and rules of promotion of the commis- 
sioned grades of the constabulary and requesting a list 
of names of graduates of the institutions who might be 
disposed to accept commissions in the service when va- 
cancies occur. General Allen states that there will 
probably be from fifteen to twenty-five vacancies every 
year, that the service offers an attractive career for 
young men of energy and initiative with a liking for 
military work, and that in filling vacancies it is desired 
to give preference to deserving graduates of native edu- 
cational institutions. All accounts agree that the char- 
acter, condition and efficiency of the constabulary have 
steadily increased under the wholesome system to which 
General Allen has conformed it, and a continued in- 
crease seems certain to result from his efforts to induce 
educated natives of the better class to accept commis- 
sions in the service.

That criticism of the architecture of the Military 
Academy is not confined to a limited circle is shown by 
the fact that an officer of the Navy writes saying: “In 
the JouRNAL of August 13, 1904, P. 1308, I observe a 
letter in approval of my ideas expressed in my letter 
asking you to write an editorial on the subject of the 
architecture proposed for the new Military Academy. I 
am glad to see that your excellent editorial came out 
shortly after 1 sent you a few remarks. However, I 
should like to see made more emphatic the fact that the 
mediaeval architecture of Europe (of the times when 
robber barons ruled the feudal conditions of life), is not 
at all the style that ought to be chosen for the school 
building of the free American man—free in thought and 
aim—toward best for use and beauty.”

Although the agreement entered into at The Hague by 
the leading powers of the world, including Russia and 
Japan, in 1899, stipulating that the launching of pro- 
jectiles or explosives from balloons should be prohibited 
in civilized warfare, expired by limitation in July of 
the present year, it does not appear that either of the 
parties to the present conflict in the Far Bast has re- 
sorted to such implements of destruction. Russia, in 
common with other powers, has made a study of aerial 
navigation, and is well supplied with balloon material. 
Enthusiastic devotees of aerial navigation believe that it 
is entirely feasible to drop high explosives from a bal- 
loon into the works of an enemy. 








It is not thought probabie that the General Staff will 
receive with approval the report of Inspector General 
Burton in favor of doing away with some of the ex- 
pensive equipment of uniforms with which the Army 
tailors have burdened the pockets of officers. But the 
proposition of General Burton will be received with 
favor by the majority of officers who cannot afford to 
purchase all the uniforms required and then to trans- 
port them from post to post. Assistant Secretary of 
War Oliver thoroughly approves of the recommendations 
of General Burton, which are now in the hands of the 
Quartermaster General for consideration before going to 
the General Staff. 





As a result of the increase in initial velocity and the 
use of capped projectiles, the 12-inch gun can deal with 
15-inch or 16-inch plates as it formerly could with 12- 
inch. WBngineering estimates that the range of piercing 
by a 12-inch gun using even uncapped shot would be for 
the Japanese battleships, now building in England, over 
5,000 yards, for the King Edward class 5,500 yards, for 
the U.S.S. Connecticut 4,000 to 4,500 yards, for the 
German Braunschweig 4,000 to 5,000 yards, and for the 
French Republique 4,000 to 5,000 yards. 





Rear Admiral Mordecai T. Endicott, chief of the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks, has received from the ma- 
jority of the navy yards the annual report of the com- 
mandants, and will begin his work on his annual report. 
It is announced that the custom which has hitherto pre- 
vailed of making these reports public as they come in, 
will no longer be adhered to.

In the course of a lecture on “Some Problems of the 
Caribbean Sea” delivered at the Naval War College, 
Newport, August 22, by the Assistant Secretary of 
State, Mr. Francis B. Loomis, he spoke instructively of 
the growing interests of the United States in West 
Indian waters and paid a glowing tribute to the admir- 
able diplomatic qualities which have uniformly char- 
acterized the conduct of United States Navy officers 
commanding in that part of the world. In that refer- 
ence Mr. Loomis appropriately calls attention to the fact, 
little understood by the general public, that it is re- 
quired of the officer of our Navy, not only that he shall 
be able to give a good account. of himself in time of 
war, but, what is of equal importance, that he shall be a 
peace officer, thoroughly grounded in international law 
and usage whose highest obligation it shall be to main- 
tain by all honorable means the most amicable relations 
between other governments and his own. To that end 
it is necessary that the Navy officer shall be familiar 
with and punctiliously observant of the established forms 
of diplomatic intercourse, that he shall be able under all 
conditions to uphold the dignity and the rights of the 
Government he represents, and that his manner and 
bearing shall distinguish him as tue trusted envoy of 
a great nation actuated by kindness and good will to- 
ward other powers. These qualities have always marked 
the conduct of our Navy officers, but they have been 
strikingly manifest in our increasingly intimate con- 
tact with other nations in the last six or eight years. 
The expansion of our territorial possessions and the 
enormous increase in our commerce have necessarily 
brought us into closer touch with foreign countries and 
this changed condition has in the natural order of things 
made it more than ever important that the Navy shall 
serve as the immediate interpreter of our purpose and 
policy to those nations. The fidelity, tact and unerring 
judgment with which the Navy has performed this im- 
portant work distinguish it as on2 of the proudest 
achievements of the Service. The results show that 
while the Navy is indispensable in time of war, it is an 
agency of incalculable value in time of peace, its in- 
fluence being a powerful promoter of commerce and in- 
ternational concord, 
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In an article in the British Navy League Journal in 
favor of compulsory military service in England, the 
novelist, Rudyard Kipling, proposes an elaborate sys- 
tem of military training which he says was drafted “by 
one who really knows what he writes about.” It pro- 
vides that all schools shall be required to include mili- 
tary drill as part of their regular routine, that every 
boy between the ages of twelve and seventeen shall be 
required to obtain a certificate showing that he has 
successfully completed a course of physical and ele- 
mentary military drill,and that boroughs and counties 
shall form cadet corps in which all boys shall serve for 
at least two years. It is also provided that free arms 
and ammunition shall be supplied to such corps, that 
officers assigned to them as instructors may count the 
time thus occupied in computing pensions and that the 
instruction given to boys shall be virtually the same as 
that given to volunteers. Mr. Kipling believes that 
every boy of school age should receive military training 
and thus be made at least partly ready for actual ser- 
vice at the call of the Government. The same belief 
prevails to some extent here in the United States, and 
we believe it will spread as time advances. Aside from 
its wisdom as a provision against emergencies, the train- 
ing of boys in the elementary branches of the military 
art possesses an educational influence of the highest 
value. It supplements mental instruction with physical 
development and discipline designed to effect the de- 
sirable combination of sound minds with sound bodies, 
and one of its primary objects is to round out to the 
finest proportions the qualities of courage, manliness, 
patriotism, self-reliance and respect for authority. That 
military training, whether as applied in the Army or in 
schools and colleges, does tend to develop those qualities 
is beyond all doubt or question. That it would still do 
so if it were extended by law to every public school in 
the country is equally certain. 


Lieut, Col. Alexander D. Schenck, Art. Corps, U.S.A., 
indulges in some exceedingly vigorous criticism upon the 
present legal status of the Field Artillery in the current 
number of the Journal of the United States Artillery, 
declaring, for one thing, that it has no legal organiza- 
tion whatever beyond that of the battery—‘‘a state of 
affairs the like of which is not to be found upon the face 
of this green earth in any country having any pretense 
of an army, probably not even in China. After care- 
fully considering what should be the proportion of field 
artillery to the other arms of the Service and analyz- 
ing the conditions prevailing in the great European 
armies, Coloftel Schenck concludes that in time of peace 
the field artillery regiments, with the exception of the 
siege, should consist of, for each regiment, a complete 
staff and two battalions, each battalion having a staff 
and three batteries of six guns each. Five such regi- 





ments could be provided by detaching the thirty field 
batteries now in the Artillery Corps and reorganizing 
along the lines suggested, and to their number one or 
more new regiments should be added yearly until the 
force is large enough for the work required. Colonel 
Schenck holds that it is a mistake to couple the Field 
Artillery with the Coast Artillery, “with which it will 











never be as closely associated as will the Infantry, to 
whom must be trusted the land defenses of the coast 
forts,” and he insists that the Coast Artillery, already 
deficient by 25,000 men, is hampered with an absurd and 
useless company organization. He estimates that the 
Service would need in time of war nineteen regiments of 
Field Artillery, which would suffice for six army corps. 
“As to the possibilities of war,’ says Colonel Schenck 
in conclusion, “our past history indicates very clearly 
that another war will be due about as soon as we could 
conveniently organize this number of Field Artillery 
regiments and render them efficient for war purposes if 
they were now authorized by law.”

A question of interest to the officers of the Pay Corps 
of the Navy is brought before the Court of Claims in a 
brief recently filed by Pay Director Samuel Reed Col- 
houn, U.S.N., through his attorneys, George A. and 
William B. King of Washington, D.C. When he was 
detached from the Iowa in February, 1903, the claimant 
was ordered home to settle his accounts and remained 
at home on that duty for thirty days. Commutation of 
quarters has been refused by the Treasury Department, 
and he claims it under the provisions of the act of 1878 
and Navy Regulations, Article 1239. This says that 
any officer on special duty on shore is entitled to com- 
mutation of quarters. There have been two decisions 
of the Supreme Court on this subject, and a fine dis- 
tinction was drawn in the old case of Phisterer. This 
officer was ordered to proceed to his home and await 
orders without being assigned to any duty. The court 
held that he was not at a post or station within the 
meaning of the law granting commutation for quart- 
ers and therefore he was not entitled to commutation. 
About two years later the case of Lippitt was decided, 
where the officer was ordered to San Francisco to await 
orders. This happened to be his home, but the court 
held that as he was fixed at a certain place which might 
not have been his home and was obliged to remain there, 
he was at a post or station and consequently was en- 
titled to commutation of quarters, although he had no 
active duty. Even in the Phisterer case the court put 
the decision plainly on the ground that the officer was 
not engaged in the public service. The brief assumes 
that the fact that Pay Director Colhoun was on duty is 
decisive. The amount is very small in his case, as it 
is in all other cases, but nearly every roy officer in the 
Navy of advanced rank has some claim, if the position 
here taken is adopted by the Court of Claims.

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In an interview with reference to present conditions 
in the Army, published in the Washington Evening 
Star, Brig. Gen. Frederick D. Grant, U.S.A., expresses 
the opinion that the character of the Army is steadily 
improving, its members being better trained, better fed, 
and better cared for generally than in former years. 
“The character of our Army,” he continues, “always 
improves when the Army has something to do. Since 
the Spanish War we have had our hands full, and there 
has been plenty of active service. Army life is now 
busier than ever. The people have a higher regard for 
the soldier than they have had «uring the latter years 
of peace, and the soldiers feel it. The profession of the 
common soldier is more desirable, and I think I may say 
we are making better soldiers from year to year. The 
common soldier is better paid, better. fed and better 
clad than the majority of his same rank outside the 
Army.” Noting with approval the growth of the mili- 
tary spirit among the young men of the country, Gen- 
eral Grant remarks: “It is particularly manifest in 
our colleges and schools. We are drilling school cadets 
by the tens of thousands every year all over the country, 
and are training them in case we should need them in 
the wars of the future. The militia is very strong every- 
where. Indeed, we have now a vast amount of reserve 
material upon which we can call should it be needed.” 
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Brig. Gen. Henry L, Abbot, U.S.A., retired, who, in 
1869 was charged by the War Department with the 
duty of developing a system of marine mines for the 
defense of our seacoast, has written a communication 
to the Charleston News and Courier which *contains 
much interesting information as to the use of the tor- 
pedo in modern warfare. In reply to the contention 
recently made that the torpedo was invented by the 
Confederates during the Civil War, General Abbot says 
that “while it is universally admitted that the practical 
introduction of the torpedo should be credited to the 
skillful labors of the Confederate torpedo corps,” the 
early inventors, Americans all, must not be overlooked. 
The true pioneers in that field, he says, were David 
Bushnell, Robert Fulton and Samuel Colt. In his 
letter General Abbot states well-known facts in an 
interesting way, saying in conclusion: “The immense 
improvement which submarine warfare received from the 
able administration of the Confederate torpedo corps is 
know to the world, and certainly warrants us in claiming 
not only the invention for Bushnell, Fulton and Colt, 
but also the practical introduction of what has now be- 








come an essential element in maritime warfare. America 
may well be proud of its record.” 
The U.S. battleship Massachusetts, Capt. J. Giles 


Eaton, coaled at the magnificent new Massachusetts 
coaling station of the Navy at the Charleston Navy 
Yard, Mass., Aug. 19 and 20, and she was the first ves- 


sel to be coaled under the big storage plant while the av- 


tomatic cable car system put 1,100 tons of coal inte her 
bunkers. As an additional experiment, and to see how 
rapidly coal could be put into a warship using every 
possible facility of the station, the ship’s crew turned -to 
at several times with chutes from the little water-side 
gates for loading teams, and with bags and baskets 
taking coal from the guillotine gates under the arch. 
Civil Engineer Paul L. Reed, who directed the building 
of the big modern plant; Comdr. U. R. Harris, the 
equipment officer at the yard, under whose department 
the plant comes, and Captain A. S. Snow, U.S.N., the 
executive officer of the yard, observed the working of the 
plant in every detail for an official report.

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Capt. William G. Haan, Art. Corps, U.S.A. whose 
excellent paper on the military problems presented at 
Port Arthur was mentioned in these columns last week, 
ventures the opinion that the war will ultimately end 
in the triumph of the Russian arms, although he ex- 
presses the heartiest admiration for the excellent fight- 
ing qualities of the Japanese. “Throughout their na- 
tional history,” says Captain Haan, “the Russians have 
suffered many military reverses in battle, yet they have 
seen their power extend during two centuries notwith- 
standing the pounding they have received at different 
times from geniuses like Charles XII, of Sweden, and 
Napoleon, and such setbacks as the Crimean war.” The 
war in the Far East may be the ziory of the contest be- 
tween the United States and the Southern Confederacy 
over again, where the early successes were in one side 
while the final triumph was achieved by the other side.

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The new armored cruisers, plans for which the Bu- 
reau of Construction and Repair has been working on for 
some time, will provide for radical changes in the in- 
teriors of these vessels, which are to be sister ships to the 
Tennessee and Washington, the four to form a distinct 
class. There will be practically no change in the bat- 
tery, but the water-tight sub-division will be made com- 
plete. There will be no piercing of bulkheads by venti- 
lating pipes and while in many ways the vessels will 
not be as comfortable as some that have been built in the 
past, they will be far better protected against torpedo at- 
tack. The limit was long ago reached in sacrificing the 
efficiency of the ship to the comfort of the officers and 
men. The terrible work done by torpedoes and mines 
upon the ships in the Far East has effectively demon- 
strated the necessity for making the water-tight subdi- 
vision absolutely complete.

Following the recent Army maneuvers at American 
Lake, Washington, the daily press published reports to the 
effect that a serious clash had occurred on July 19 be- 
tween members of Troop E, 9th U.S. Cavalry and. a 
detachment of the 18th U.S. Infantry in which sev- 
eral soldiers were injured, the despatches giving, in- 
tentionally os otherwise, the impression that the Cavy- 
alry were to blame. We publish in another column 
official reports which show that the clash was not only 
unpremeditated, but that there was no evidence that 
either party used their weapons on the other. This state- 
ment is due as a simple matter of justice to the 9th 
Cavalry, and it finally disposes of a newspaper yarn 
which was largely fanciful.

After a conference on August 24, between Mr, Adee, 
the Acting Secretary of State, and Mr. Darling, the 
Acting Secretary of the Navy, it was announced that 
the departure of the Asiatic fleet from Shanghai for Ma- 
nila, to engage in the regular target practice, would be de- 
layed beyond September 1 by the acuteness of the situa- 
tion at Shanghai. How much beyond this date the fleet 
will be delayed is not known. No instructions have yet 
been sent Rear Admiral Stirling, Commander-in-Chief 
of the fleet, but he has been directed to keep the Depart- 
ment informed of developments in the situation. 
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Secretary Morton, while inspecting the navy yard, 
New York, was greatly impressed with the necessity of 
pier extension at this yard, and the construction of new 
slins that will accommodate the largest ships in the 
Navy. There is little doubt that he will sharply call to 
the attention of Congress at its next session, the need 
of providing for this extension, and it is probable that 
he wil: recommend the scheme advanced several years 
ago which provides for the construction of twelve new 
slips which will accommodate the largest ships in the 
Navy. 
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Of considerable significance in its relation to the whole 
question of power plant consolidation, is the order of 
Secretary Morton that the Bureau of Yards and Docks 
suspend its work of enlarging its power plant at the 
navy yard, New York, and that the power plants of the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks and of the Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repair at this yard be connected. 


=" 
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It was impossible for Secretary Morton to see all of 
the work done at the navy yard, Boston, because of the 
large crowds of visitors there, but at Portsmouth, he 
made a thorough inspection of the yard in a driving rain 
storm, visiting all of the buildings. The work here is 
progressing rapidly and this yard gives promise of be- 
coming at an early date of real value to the Navy. 
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After several weeks’ cruise on the Wolphin. during 
which he visited the various naval stations on the New 
England coast and the New York Navy Yard, Secretary 
Morton returned to Washington August 25 and resumed 
his duties at the Navy Department. There are a num- 
ber of matters which it is expected he will soon decide. 
He still has before him the entire question of the con- 
solidation of power plants at the various mavy yards; 
he has his annual report to prepare; there are some 
court-martial cases awaiting his action; the question of 
reorganizing the Judge Advocate General’s Office so as 
to place all the civil matters in the office under a civilian 
head is to be considered. The entire policy of the 
Bureau of Navigation, the selection of a successor to 
Rear Admiral Barker as Commander-in-Chief of the 
North Atlantic Fleet, the sending of the torpedoboat 
flotilla to the Asiatic Station, and a number of other 
importgnt matters are still unacted upon. Several of 
these question will not be taken up until the return from 
his vacation of Rear Admiral G. A. Converse, Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation. With keen interest in naval 
circles is awaited the disclosure of the attitude of Sec- 
retary Morton toward the General Board of the Navy. 
Whether he will find this body, whicn is the creature of 
the Secretary, necessary or desirable, remains to be 
seen. 











By direct order of the Dresident the Navy Depart- 
ment has reversed its original decision that officers of 
the Medical Department of the Navy in charge of naval 
hospitals are not authorized to use the term “in com- 
mand of,” instead of “in charge of.” For nearly two 
years the Surgeon General of the Navy has contended 
that officers of the Medical Department in charge o1 naval 
hospitals or other medical departments of a naval sta- 
tion should be authorized to use officially the term ‘“‘in 
command of.” About a year ago the matter was decided 
against the Medical Department, but the question was 
recently taken directly to the President by the Surgeon 
General, and a reversal of the decision made by the Navy 
Department has been ordered, with the result that this 
week the following special order was issued by Acting 
Secreta of the Navy Darling: “Medical officers in 
charge of naval hospitals or other medical departments of 
a naval station, under the commandant of the station, are 
hereby authorized to use the term ‘in command of,’ in- 
stead of ‘in charge of,’ to designate their respective po- 
sitions.” Surgeon General Rixey’s contention was that 
the officers of his department, who actually commanded 
men of the naval —— corps, could better maintain 
discipline if it was officially understood that they were 
“in command” rather than “in charge.”

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Capt. William Swift, a member of the General Board 
of the Navy, has applied to be placed in command of the 
battleship Maine when Capt. E. H. C. Leutze, now com- 
manding that vessel, shall have finished his cruise next 


December. There are a number of applications for 
this command already on file at the Department, but it 
is generally understood that Captain Swift will obtain 
the coveted command. Captain Swift, in the absence of 
Captain Pillsbury, was Acting Assistant Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, and upon the death of Rear Ad- 
miral Henry C. Taylor was temporarily Acting Chief 
of the bureau. He is holding that position now, in the 
absence of Rear Admiral Converse, on leave. Captain 
Pillsbury is expected to return to Washington early in 
September and will then resume his duties as Assistant 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation. The battleship 
Maine has been in commission since December, 1902, 
but, owing to her numerous accidents, she has spent 
much of that time in navy yards. For the past year 
the ship has been apparently free from accidents. Cap- 
tain Leutze’s shore assignment has not yet been decided 


upon.

There are a number of vacancies for the position of 
carpenter in the Navy. A candidate for appointment as 
acting carpenter must, except when an ex-apprentice, be 
not less than 21 nor more than 30 years of age. His 


professional and moral examination will be conducted by 
a board composed of a naval constructor, an assistant 
naval constructor, and a chief carpenter or a carpenter. 
He must be a good mechanic, having a general knowledge 
of practical shipbuilding in wood, iron and steel, and of 
the qualities and strength of the materials used therein. 
He must be able to read plans, make working sketches, 
furnish estimates of cost of work, and keep account of 
stores; he must understand in general the care and pres- 
ervation of ships, their equipment and fittings, and the 
care and operation of such apparatus and machinery as 
he may be required to look after on board ship, and be 
familiar with the precautions necessary to be taken in 
docking and eniecting ship. Persons desirous of com- 
peting for the position of carpenter in the Navy should 
make application to the Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion. Navy Department, Washington, D.C., for a per- 
mit to appear before the board of examination. 
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It is possible after all that the Army barracks at 
Columbus, Ohio, will not be sold, but will be remodeled 
and once more used as a garrison. Lieutenant General 
Chaffee and Quartermaster General Humphrey, who 
visited the old barracks at Columbus during their re- 
cent tour of inspection, are not convinced that it is at 
all necessary or wise to sell the place as directed by 
Congress. It will be recalled that the property has been 
advertised several times, but that up to this time no 
bid has been received equalling the amount of the ap- 
praisement by the officers of the War Department. In 
a few days another set of bids will be opened, and if 
the same result follows, General Chaffee will recom- 
mend to the Secretary of War that Congress be asked 
to pass another bill allowing the War Department 
to retain control of the property and use it, probably as 
a post. It is not believed that any bid will be received 
in response to the latest advertisement which will be 
satisfactory.

The Medical Department of the Army is not having 
much success in getting young doctors who can pass 
the examination for entrance to the Army Medical Col- 
lege with a view to their finally becoming assistant sur- 

ms in the Army. The new plan for obtaining officers 
for the Medical Department only went into effect last 
month, and the results of the first examination held 
have just been received at the War Department. Out 
of the twenty-five young physicians who were asked to 
take the examination, only three qualified and will enter 
the class next month with the assistant surgeons who 





passed the regular examination early in the spring be- 
fore the beginning of the new rule governing appoint- 
ments to the Medical Department. These three men 
will take the regular course at the Army Medical Col- 
lege and will then be given another examination to de- 
termine whether they are qualified for commissions as 
assistant surgeons. 


Major H. T. Liverman, of the Louisiana National 
Guard, speaking of the recent encampment of that or- 
ganization in an interview published in the New Orleans 
Picayune, says: “I desire to say before these gentle- 
men present that we owe a special vote of thanks to Col. 
J. W. Powell, U.S.A., for his untiring energy and zeal, 
as shown during the late encampment. colonel 
worked hard before the soldier boys reached the camp, 
and after arriving there he left nothing undone to make 
our Louisiana boys proficient in military training. The 
State of Louisiana is to congratulated in having had 
assigned to it this polished and efficient officer, and none 
of us doubt that in the near future Louisiana’s soldiers 
will be among the best drilled and most capable in the 
Union. I visited the armories of the Louisiana rield and 
the First Troop Cavalry, and was delighted to find such 
magnificent quarters, and the men deserve credit for the 
interest they are taking in their respective commands.” 
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An International Congress of Engineers will assemble 
at St. Louis, Mo., the first week in October, under the 
charge of the American Society of Civil Engineers, who 
will also at the same time entertain in a social way the 
British Institute of Civil Engineers in return for simi- 
lar hospitalities extended to the American Society a few 
years ago in England. Papers will be read at the Con- 
gress and discussed by Engineers of distinction from the 
United States and other leading nations. In order that 
the business may be disposed of in an orderly and satis- 
factory way, the Congress will be divided into a number 
of sections in session at the same time. The division of 
the Congress which will consider the various subjects of 
military and marine engineering will be presided over by 
General W. P. Craighill, U.S.A., retired, who resides in 
Charleston, W. Va., and is past president of the Ameri- 
ean Society of Civil Engineers.

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By the retirement for age on August 24 of Rear Ad- 
miral John C. Watson, these officers were advanced to 
the next higher grade, to date from that date: Capt.

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Col. Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., Chief of the Bureau 
of Insular Affairs of the War Department, has received 
a letter from Henry C. Ide, Secretary of Finance and 
Justice of the Philippines, stating that the new currency 
provided by the United States for the Philippine Isl- 
ands is rapidly driving the Mexican dollar out of cir- 
culation. Judge Ide adds: “It is no small achievement 
for our Government to have eliminated thirty or forty 
millions of debased currency and have substituted for 
it a currency based upon the gold standard, all within 
less than one year and six months ot time, and without 
a tremendous jar.” Colonel Edwards has sold the en- 
tire issue of $3,000,000 of temporary certificates of 
Philippine indebtedness to M. L. Turner of Oklahoma 
City at the rate of 101,410. 


Two of the three vacancies in the Quartermaster’s 
Department of the Army were filled this week by the 
Secretary of War. Capt. James 8. Parker, 10th Cav., 
and Capt. Arthur Cranston, 17th Inf., were detailed for 
four years to the Quartermaster’s Department. The 
tuird vacancy will go to some officer of the Artillery 
Corps not yet selected. Captain Cranston is the step- 
son of Major Gen. F. C. Ainsworth, Military Secretary, 
and since entering the Army in 1898, has on several 
oceasions proven himself to be a most capable young 
officer. His assignment, as well as that of Captain 
Parker, are considered most fitting.

The fact that for some unknown reason the report of 
the Board of Visitors to the Naval Academy has not 
yet been received at the Navy Department, is causing 
come comment. Some impatience is evidenced at the 
Department because the members of the board appear 
to be neglecting the duty they have agreed to perform. 
The report of the Board of Visitors to the ilitary 
Academy was received weeks ago, but not one word has 
been heard at the Navy Department regarding the An- 
napolis report.

Pension Commissioner Ware’s annual report shows 
that the pension disbursements for the year ended June 
30, 1904 amounted to $144,712,287. During the year 
47,374 persons were added to the pension roll, and 49,157 
were stricken off, 43,820 of them by death. The pen- 
sioners on the roll at the close of the year consisted of 
720,315 soldiers, 273,847 widows, and army nurses. 
Of 375,000 pensioners entitled to increase under the ex- 
ecutive order of March 15, 1904, recognizing age as an 
evidence of disability, only 28,806 have applied for in- 
crease.

The Navy Department has received a cablegram from 
Rear Admiral Yates Stirling, Commander-in-Chief of the 
Asiatic Station, reciting briefly the events at Shanghai 
luring the past week, but reporting no new developments 
and atedding no new light upon the situation there. No 
instructions have been sent him, nor is it believed that 
such a course will be necessary. The tone of the cable- 
gram clearly indicates that the situation there was not as 
serious as it had been represented in the press dispatches. 





Admiral Stirling is quite competent to deal with the sit- 
uation and it is not believed that he will be hampered 
with specific instructions. 


Col. Frank L. Denny, quartermaster, Marine Corps, 
arrived at Norfolk, Va., Aug. 23, and visited the navy 
mn where he was in conference with Capt. Rabert 
Jf Wynne, commandant of the marine barracks, in re- 
gard to the new barracks which will be erected on the 
Schmoele tract. The foundation for the new barracks 
will be commenced probably within the next month. The 
new building will accommodate several hundred men, and 
will be the largest and finest on the coast. 


The Chief of Staff has once more refused to approve 
the recommendation of commanding generals of military 
departments that inspectors be stationed at departmental 
headquarters as well as at divisional headquarters. In 
acting upon the latest recommendation of this sort, 
General Chaffee said that the question of having in- 
spectors at departmental headquarters was carefully con- 
sidered at the time the origina] order was issued and no 
reason could now be seen why a change should be made.

A corrected copy of G.O. 81, giving the regulations 
for the examination of officers of the Army for pro- 
motion, has been issued by the War Department. 
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GENERAL HALE’S ADDRESS. 


Brig. Gen. Irving Hale, U.S.V., in his address at the 
Philippine Day and reunion of the Army of the Philip- 
pines, at the World’s Fair, St. Louis, Aug. 13, said in 
part: “The War with Spain, and its sequel in the 
Philippines, was unsought and undesired; but, like every 
duty well performed, it has been and will be an honor 
and benefit. It has unified our own country, blending 
the blue of the North and the gray of the South into the 
Khaki of the Orient. The Regulars, who are volunteers 


of longer service and experience, and the Volunteers, 
who rapidly became regulars under the school of active 
service, learned, wherever they were thrown together, to 
honor and love each other as comrades and soldiers of 
the larger American Army. This conflict has made our 
thinking people appreciate that our Navy and Regular 
Army, the best in the world in quality, must be in- 
creased to maintain our rights on the sea against any 
power, and form the foundation of an army that can 
cope with any emergency; while the Volunteers, on 
which we must largely depend for any great war, should 
be prepared by better efficiency of the National Guard, 
and wider dissemination of military knowledge among 
the people. This is not imperialism and militarism that 
make for war, but conservative preparation that pre- 
vents war and insures lasting peace. The trials of war, 
and the still more perplexing difficulties of peaceful ad- 
ministration, have developed and strengthened us as a 
nation. Financial benefit, which we never expected and 
has been our least consideration, will eventually result, 
not only through the resources of the Philippines, but 
the inestimable indirect effect on our commerce and 
standing with the Orient and entire world. Above all, 
our energy and success in the conduct of these wars, 
liberality in victory, and conscientious care of the peoples 
brought under our dominion, have, more than any other 
one event during the present generation, increased the 
prestige of our flag throughout the world, and enabled 
every citizen of this Republic, wherever he may be, to 
say with pride, ‘I am an american.’ 

“Your severest trial has been the calumny of certain 
citizens of this country against the arduous, courageous 
and remarkably humane campaigns of our Army of the 
Philippines. ‘But even that will pass away.’ The sol- 
diers of the Philippines will be remembered and honored, 
when their traducers are dead and forgotten. The Sec- 
retary of War, the President, and the great mass of the 
people themselves, have supported the Army and have 
shown that the vilest mud cannot soil, nor the most 
venomous shaft pierce the uniform of a loyal American 
soldier.”

IN DEFENSE OF THE 9TH CAVALRY. 
Fort Walla Walla, Wash., August 7, 1904. 
The Adjutant, 9th Cavalry, 

Sir: In compliance with letter from your office dated 
August 5, 1904, I have the honor to submit the following 
report of the operations of Troop E, 9th Cavalry, on 
July 16, 1904. 

On the evening of the 15th, I was informed by Colonel 
Huston, commanding the 2d Brigade, that the two bri- 


gades were to advance against each other on the open 
ground between the two camps, that he wished the Cavalry 
used as a screen until contact was gained, then con- 
centrated, and a charge made at some time during the 
operations. 

Troop E was on the right of the Brown Brigade, and 
in the woods at Mrs. Nolan's place, at the time the 
first firing of the Infantry of the opposing forces oc- 
curred. On the approach of a force of Blue Infantry, 
I withdrew about 500 yards in the woods, and was there 
joined by Troop H, 9th Cavalry, my position was then 
on the right of the Brown force, and slightly in its rear. 
At this place I received orders from Colonel Huston to 
make a charge. The ground in mv tront not being 
favorable for mounted work on account of the thick 
woods, I dismounted both troops, and moved forward in 
line of skirmishers to the right of the Brown Infantry 
line, which was at this time in the edge of the woods, at 
the Ne’an place, firing at the Blue Infantry, which was 
advancing across the open ground in front. 

I had sent orders to the led horses to come up, but 
only those of Troop E came. At the time these horses 
arrived, a company of Blue Infantry on the extreme 
left of their line began to retire, I mounted Troop E, 
formed line of foragers, and charged this company, pass- 
ing to the left of their line. I then rallied the troop 
and charged in close order around the right flank of 
another company of Blue Infantry that was standing in 
the open, firing at the brown Infantry, concealed in the 
woods. I passed through the Brown line and back to 
my original position. The company of Infantry still 
continuing their fire, I formed my troop on a line per- 
pendicular to their line and charged along the rear of 
their line and in a direction paralled to it. Five or six 
of my men on the «.t of the troop were separated from 
the troop, and surrounded by the Infantry, who had 
their bayonets fixed. On being surrounded, these men 
halted and remained in this position during the charge. 

saw no attempt made by either party to use their 
weapons on each other. I passed around the right flank 
of the company, and to the rear of the Brown line, where 
I assembled the troop. At this time “cease firing” was 
sounded, and all operations ceased. This was the only 
time during the day that any actual contact occurred 
between my troop and any portion of the Blue force, 
and this was entirely accidental on the part of the 
Cavalry. The troop was not ruled out of action at any 
time during the day. 

I remained in the immediate vicinity till officers’ call 
was sounded, and after the discussion returned to the 
same place to look after a horse that had veen injured. 
I saw no one injured, nor heard of any one being in- 
jured. The reports published in the papers were entirely 
without foundation, and evidently written without any 
investigation of the facts.

Upon the day and oc- 
easion referred to in body of this communication I was 
in charge of the detachment of the Hospital Corps, form- 





ing a part of the Blue brigade. Toward the end of this 


engagement, while standing a short distance behind the 
firing line at the left of the “Blues,” I saw the Cavalry 
charge referred to; no man was seen to fall as result 
of a blow from horse or saber, but in a short time an 
poo f from an officer of the 19th U.S. Infantry ap- 
peared and requested that I see a soldier of that regi- 
ment who was sup to have been struck with a 
saber in the hands of a Cavalryman, of the charging 
troop or troops. I immediately examined this man, who 
was lying on the ground, and who stated that he had 
been struck on his left leg, just below his knee; there 
was no sign of any injury whatever, no break of the 
skin and not even a mark of any kind. However, as it 
* was desired to keep this man under observation he was 
taken into the brigade hospital and kept for two days. 
Several examinations were made, and at no time was 
there even a discoloration of the skin, and the man was 
returned to duty. This was the only case of supposed 
injury reported to me as resulting from the charge re- 
ferred to.

At the discussion directly after the maneuver the ques- 
tionableness of the charge was brought up by one of the 
umpires, and Colonel Huston, commanding the 2d Brig- 
ade, then said he had ordered the charge, and that he as- 
sumed the responsibility, giving the impression that it 
was intended to be spectacular. The medical officers of 
the ist Brigade were questioned by\me as to the report- 
ed injuries received by men in the brigade. The surgeons 
on duty at the brigade hospital and regimental hospital, 
2d Washington, National Guard, stated that they had ex- 
amined the so-called injured and found no sign of abra- 
sion, bruise or cut, not even a discoloration of the skin 
on any one of the subjects. One horse received a slight 
flesh wound from a bayonet thrust. One horse ran 
against another, going down a steep incline, stumbled 
and fell, resulting in breaking one of his legs; this horse 
had to be killed. These are the only casualties of this 


charge.

Patriarch Fish, a Seminole Indian, 119 years old, is 
said to be the oldest living Union soldier and pensioner. 
He was a member of Company K, of the Indian Home 
Guards. He enlisted in the Army in 1862, was dis- 
charged the following year on account of age, and draws 
a pension of $12 per month. He was born in Florida, and 
on account of his prominence with his tribesmen was 
selected as one of the emissaries from Tecumseh to treat 
with the British in 1812. He served in the American 
Army in the war of 1812, when he was 27 years old, and 
fought in the battle of New Orleans and participated in 
every war intervening to and including the Civil War. 
The old Indian is almost blind, but is strong. He has 
a granddaughter who is his devoted companion and acts 
as his interpreter. He is held in high esteem by his 
friends at Muskogee, Indian Territory.

The U.S.S. Mayflower sailed from Trieste, Asstria, 
Aug. 21, with the majority of the officers.and sailors 
the battleship Kearsarge, who were left in the hospital 
for treatment ‘or typhoid fever when Rear Admiral 
Jewell’s squadron sailed. There are only three officers 
and four sailors now left in the hospital, and it is ex- 
pected that a complete recovery in their cases will be 
effected in a few days.

The latter will probably go to Viadivostok, as he re- 
quested to be assigned there in the double capacity of mil- 
itary and naval attache.

Surg. P. A. Lovering of the Navy, who has done such 
excellent work in tropical climates, will soon be ordered 
to Washington for duty as professor of tropical dis- 
eases in the Navy Medical College. Surgeon Lovering 
has made a special study of such diseases, and is now 
probably the best authority in the Medical Corps of the 
Navy on such matters. 

The War Department has recommended the acceptance 
of the resignation of Assistant Surgeon I. W. Patton, 
M.D., U.S.A. The War Department recently received 
from a civilian informal charges against Dr. Patton, 
which that officer never answered in any manner. In his 
resignation Dr. Patton simply stated that he desired to 
leave the Army to engage in private practice and “for 
personal reasons.” His resignation has been accepted 
without comment. 

Secretary Taft left Washington on August 25 for a 
somewhat extended political tour of New England, with- 
out acting upon the court-martial case of 2d Lieut. John 
McE. Pruyn, 14th Inf., who was sentenced to be dis- 
missed for drunkenness. As the evidence showed that 
this was an exceptional occurrence with this young of- 
ficer, it is thought probable that Secretary Taft, who 
takes a personal interest in Lieut. Pruyn, will recom- 
mend to the President that clemency be shown in the 
case. 
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NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 

Manila despatches of August 23 state that the rebel- 
lious Moros, under Datto Ali in the Island of Min- 
danao, have adopted guerrilla tactics and that Major 
Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., commanding the Depart- 
ment of Mindanao, has organized four crack fighting 
companies of 100 men each, composed of Infantry and 


Cavalry, which are to operate independently and con- 
duct a vigorous campaign for the capture or destruc- 
tion of the enemy. 

The Manila Times of July 12 publishes an account of 
an affray at Camp Vicars, Island of Mindanao, on July 
30, in which Lieut. Robert E. Grinstead, 23d U.S. Inf., 
was frightfully wounded. It appears that a quarrel 
arose between a sergeant of the 23d Infantry and a 
desperate Moro datto over the cleaning of the native 
market place adjoining Camp Vicars, and the datto 
struck at the sergeant with a spear, cutting his cartridge 
belt from his body. Lieutenant Grinstead, hearing the 
commotion, rushed into the market, and assembling his 
company, endeavored to arrest the Moros, who were by 
this time assisting the datto. Drawing his revolver, 
the lieutenant commanded the datto to throw down his 
weapon, which, instead of having the desired result, 
still further infuriated the Moro, who, however, changed 
front and attacked Grinstead furiously, cutting right 
und left at him and succeeded, despite being shot three 
times by the officer, in inflicting a horrible wound across 
the latter's abdomen and a gash across his right should- 
er. Doubtless the Moro would have lived long enough 
to have killed the lieutenant, who had fallen, had not the 
Moro interpreter, Balshazar Diaz, rushed in and thrust 
his gun close to the Moro’s heart, killing him instantly. 
Lieutenant Grinstead is said to have acted with great 
courage, and his life being saved by wWiaz was heroic. 
I’rom hearsay it is believed that Grinstead’s wounds are 
very serious, though not necessarily fatal. Lieutenant 
Grinstead is from Kentucky. He recently reported to 
the department, bringing with him a bride from Lexing- 
ton. 

On account of impaired health, Major Robert L. Bul- 
lard, 28th U.S. Infantry, Governor of the Lanao Dis- 
trict, Island of Mindanao, has, on his own request, been 
relieved and ordered to rejoin his regiment, which is now 
in the United States. Major Bullard went to the Philip- 
pines in 1902, and when his regiment returned to the 
United States he remained in Mindanao at the request of 
the Department Commander, Major General Wood, who 
appointed him Civil Governor of the Lanao District. 
He was engaged in a score or more of fights with the 
Moros ,and afterward helped to bwild many of the finest 
roads in the island. As governor he possessed the sin- 
cere respect and good will of the natives, who keenly 
regret his departure.

The popularity of Capt. Harry H. Bandholtz, U.S.A., 
among the natives of Tayabas Province, Island of Luzon, 
of which he was formerly Civil Governor, was strikingly 
shown in a brilliant reception given in honor of himself 
and Mrs. Bandholtz at Lucena on the evening of July 
14 on the eve of their departure for the United States 
on leave. The invitations, beautifully engraved and 
bearing the name of the native Governor, R. Paras, 
read as follows: ‘Provincial Government of Tayabas. 
The people of the Province of Tayabas request the pleas- 
ure of your company at a reception and ball to be given 
in the new public school building at Lucena, at nine 
o'clock on the evening of July fourteenth, nineteen hun- 
dred and four, as a mark of their affection for their 
former Governor, Col. H. H. Bandholtz, on the occasion 
of the departure of Colonel and Mrs. Bandholtz on 
leave of absence for the United States.” 

The Adjutant General’s Office, eae Division, 
has published an interesting volume of historical notes 
relating to the city of Manila, in which is also included 
a map of the city issued by the Military Information 
Division a year ago. The notes were prepared by Capt. 
Augustus C. Macomb, 5th U.S. Cav., Lieut. William I. 
Westervelt, Art. Corps, U.S.A., and Lieut. William E. 
W. MacKinlay, 1st U.S. Cavalry. The work also con- 
tains an excellent historical sketch of the city walls of 
Manila by Major James C. Bush, Art Corps, U.S.A. 

The members of the honorary commission from the 
Philippines now traveling in the United States have ad- 
dressed a letter to the Secretary of War asking him to 
urge the President to call together a popular assembly 
in the Philippines in order that the people of the isl- 
ands may enjoy a more direct participation in the ad- 
ministration of their own affairs, and to petition the 
United States Congress for a reduction of the duties 
on Philippine sugar and tobacco imported into the United 
States. 

The honorary commissioners from the Philipnines who 
have spent eleven weeks in a tour of the United States 
will sail from Seattle for Manila on Aug. 30. 

The Fourth of July was celebrated in Zamboanga, 
Island of Mindanao, with a magnificent reception at the 
new Mindanao Club in honor of Major General Wood, 
the Department Commander, and Mrs. Wood. Addres- 
ses were made by General Wood and others, all of whom 
expressed gratification with the improving conditions in 
Mindanao, and predicted increasing prosperity for the 
natives under American rule. 

he shareholders of the Manila railway, at a meeting 
in London August 23, placed the control of the road in 
the hands of Speyer & Co., of New York. 

The War Department this week received from the 
Philippines the proceedings and findings of the court 
martial in the case of Private Fred H. Scow (or Skow), 
alias Frederico De La Cruz, formerly of Co. M, 20th 
Inf., who was tried on the charges of violation of the 
47th Article of War, and also under the 42d Article of 
War with desertion and going over to the enemy. The 
court found Scow guilty as charged, and has sentenced 
him to be hanged. His case will go to the President, 
and it is expected that the sentence will be mitigated, 
probably to imprisonment for life, or for a long period. 
Scow deserted in July, 1900, and was apprehended «the 
same month. He deserted again in August, 1900, and 
was apprehended in May, 1902, in Mindoro, he having 
deserted the second time in Binan, Laguna. He again 
effected nis escape and joined the insurrectos and was 
only recently apprehended. The evidence taken by the 
court showed conclusively that the man served with the 
enemy. 

Manila dispatches of August 25 report the following: 
Captain Barrett, of the constabulary, has been killed in 
an engagement with a superior force of fanatics on the 
island of Leyte. The fanatics at Misamis, Mindanao, 
have been looting towns there and acting in a high-hand- 
ed manner. Pablo Mercardo and his family, who were 
supposed to be friendly with the Americans, were ab- 
ducted, Chinese stores were burned and four natives were 
killed, three of whom were buried alive. The mob has so 
far defied the native officials. Colonel Harbord, of the 
constabulary, is now pursuing them. Lieutenant Thor- 
nell, of the constabulary, has been drowned at Dagupan. 

In compliance with a request from Rear Admiral Wm. 
M. Folger, U.S.N., commanding the Philippine Squad- 
ron, Surg. P. A. Lovering, U.S.N., delivered a lecture 
on board the U.S.F.S. Rainbow at Cavite, P.I., on June 
6, 1904, upon the subject of ‘‘the diseases most prev- 
alent on this station, with some remarks on sanitary 
and personal hygiene.” In this lecture a brief outline 
was given of the causes, symptoms and treatment of the 
principal epidefic diseases of the Philippines, especial 
emphasis being placed upon the sanitary and hygienic 
measures necessary to avoid infection by such diseases. 
About five hundred persons listened to the lecture, the 
audience comprising all the officers and men on the 
station who could be spared from duty. Doctor Lover- 
ing regards Cavite as a healthy place, considering its 
location in the tropics. The only perennial disease is 
dengue, and that is not of a serious or dangerous variety. 
Malarial fevers are common, but he observed no cases 
having their origin at Cavite. Dysentery and other bowel 
troubles have caused relatively little sickness, and the 
epidemics have been successfully combatted. The doctor 
considers the dangers of the climate and locality as 
small, and that they can, in a great part, be avoided. 
For one man who goes home broken down by the ordin- 
ary exposure of the Service, there are several who are 
invalided for diseases which they could easily have es- 
capeu.

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ADMIRAL MELVILLE FAVORS THREE SCREWS 


In an interview with Admiral Melville, in Philadel- 
phia, on August 25, though he refused to discuss the 
naval battles in the Far East because of the President's 
order, he did say that he believed if the Rurik, which 
was disabled by the bursting of a Japanese shell under 
her stern, had been a three-screw ship the whole of the 
Russian Port Arthur fleet would have escaped and joined 
the Vladivostok fleet. “According to the report,” said 
the Admiral, “by the explosion of a shell the rudder and 
one screw were disabled, rendering the Rurik unmanage- 
able. Taking this for granted, being a twin-screw ship 
the Rurik could not be run or maneuvered and therefore 
was at the mercy of her enemy. The rest of the Russian 
fleet naturally fell in around her to protect her and re- 
ceived the weight of the enemy’s fire, while the Rurik

was vainly trying to répair the damage to her rudder and 
steering - inally after heroic efforts the Rurik 
was abandoned to her fate, and the Russian fleet scat- 
tered, making the best of its way as per order of the Ad- 
miral commanding. Now here is a lesson we have 
learned from this fight alone. In ne construction 
ic is next to impossible to provide spare rudders or steer- 
ing gear under water and out of the way of the enemy’s 


re. 
“But-by the three-screw system which I urged valiant- 
ly though vainly on our See of Construction, the 
whole problem is solved. For if, as in the case of the 
Rurik, the rudder and one propeller were shot away— 
with one center screw and one wing screw uninjured, 
the ship would have been perfectly manageable. The cen- 
ter screw driving ahead and the remaining wing screw 
steering at will, vy driving ahead, standing still, or even 
backing when necessary to steer the ship. All of these 
qualities of the three-screw system are well-known, have 
been exploited time and again, and in all their construc- 
tion of ships over three thousand tons the French, 
German and Russian navies are now fitted with the 
three-screw system. Great Britain and the United States 
are alone neglecting this great military advantage in time 
of war, and the greatest source of economy in the use of 
fuel in time of peace. 

“After setting forth all the advantages of the three- 
screw system to our Board of Construction, one of the 
brightest and wittiest members of the Board came back 
at me and said, ‘Why Chief, it is bad enough to have 
two screws in a commanding officer’s head without hav- 
ing three there to think of.’ He was right. But three 
screws in the maneuvering of a battleship have so many 
advantages over two screws that this one item, so simple 
in comparison with the thousand and one other — 
a commanding officer has to think of, is small indeed. In 
the future after the lessons learned from the disablement 
of the Russian battleship Rurik more attention will be 
paid to the three-screw system of propulsion. Even 
though the rudder and center screw of a three-screw bat- 
tleship be disabled, the advantages of the twin-screw 
ship remain. In other words, the three-screw system 
combines propulsive power and rudder under all condi- 
tions.”

WORLD'S FAIR NOTES, ST. LOUIS.

Although the Philippines are the newest of the pos- 
sessions of the United States, in the exhibit of relics of 
the Republic of Texas, in the building erected by the 
State of Texas at the World’s Fair, st. Louis, it is 
shown that the Philippines were an old country before the 
southwestern part of the United States was settled. Ac- 


cording to the parish record book of San Antonio de 
Vale, known as Alamo, which contains the entries of 
births, marriages and deaths from 1703 to 1780, the in- 
scription on the book reads: “In the Land of the Tex:s, 
the province of the New Philippines.”” This book is part 
of the interesting historical exhibit loaned by Bishop For- 
est, of Texas, and the relics are taken from the sacristy 
of the old Mission of the Alamo. Mrs. T. B. Wells, of 
Brownsville, well known to a number of the readers of 
the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL, has personaity collected 
the exhibit of Republic of Texas relics. 

Hon. 8S. W. Pennypacker, Governor of Pennsylvania, 
accompanied by his family, military staff, cabinet. heaas 
of various State departments, State Commission, Mayors 
and other officials of Philadelphia, Pittsburg, and the 
famous City Troop of Cavalry of Philadelphia, reached 
St. Louis in two special trains over the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, Aug. 19, and participated in Pennsylvania 
Day exercises, Saturday, Aug. 20. The City Troop 
claims to have the highest standard for discipline, pro- 
ficiency in drill and excellent military character of al! 
the independent militia companies in the United States. 
Its organization dates back to the Revolution. At every 
Presidential inauguration they have been in the varade, 
generally as the escort of the President-elect. They vol- 
unteered for service in the Spanish war, and not satisfied 
with garrison duty at Newport News used stron po- 
litical influence to get in the fighting line, and were sent 
to Porto Rico and did creditable service. The Pniladel- 
phia City Troop may be called a gentleman’s club on ac- 
count of the exclusive rules for membership. Its mem- 
bers are all well-to-do, and own their own norses, which 
are all splendid animals and buy their own equipment 
and uniforms, instead of getting those of the State. The 
uniforms are the most gorgeous in the country and con- 
sist of a silver helmet, with white plume, a black broad- 
cloth coat with silver facings, white doeskin trousers with 
gold braid, black patent leather half hip boots and silver 
mounted spurs. A handsome saber completes the outfit. 
The troop consists of sixty officers and men, commanded 
by Capt. J. C. Groome, a fine officer and excellent disct- 
plinarian. They are quartered at the World’s Fair, in the 
Model Barracks, west of the Administration building. 
During a residence abroad this is the only uniform of 
any militia company of the United States that I have 
seen worn at high court functions at any of the EBuro- 
pean capitals. Mr. E. Bird Grubb, of Philadelphia, at 
one time Minister to Spain, was an enthusiastic mem- 
ber of the City Troop. At many full dress occasions at 
the court at Madrid, instead of wearing the nlain evening 
dress suit worn by the American Ministers abroad, he 
would appear in the very handsome uniform of the City 
Troop and always attracted much attention.

Fort Egbert is located on the west side of Lynn Canal 
at Haines’s Mission about twelve miles below Skagway. 
As the Buford passed it on her way up, the post looked 
very inviting with its comfortable looking buildings, con- 
veniently and neatly placed on ground sloping from the 
base of the mountains to the edge of the water. 

On the evening of July 9, the Buford left Skagway to 
continue on her cruise to other rts to accom- 
plish the transfer of garrisons. Her first stop, after 
leaving 8 ay, was Valdes, where Lieutenant Colonel 
Macklin and Companies E and F disembarked for sta- 
tion at Fort Liscum. 

The Fort Egbert contingent spent the night of July 9 
in the town of Skagway, and the next day (Sunday) 
boarded a special train on the White Pass Rail f 
which left at noon and reached the other terminus— 
White Horse—on schedule time, at seven o'clock. 

The Canadian Government had granted permission fur 
the passage of United States troops to and from Fort 
Kkegbert (in making this change of garrison), via the 
White Pass and Yukon route (nearly all of which lies 
in Canadian territory) provided side-arms, rities and 
colors were packed in cases and taken as baggage. This 
condition, of course was fulfilled, and incidentally the 
rifles arrived in better shape than had they been carried 
in the ordinary way. 

The command embarked at White Horse on the steamer 
Selkirk, except thirty men of Company H, under Lieu- 
tenant Ewell, who went on the steamer Casca, rejoining 
the command at Dawson. All of the freight destined for 
Fort Egbert was put aboard the Selkirk at White Horse. 
The transfer of freight from the cars to the steamer 
necessarily occupied some time, which gave officers and 
men an opportunity to walk about White Horse, a 
clean little town of about 700 inhabitants. A part of the 
Royal Northwest Mounted Police is located there. The 
superintendent of the post, Major Snyder, R.N.W.M.P., 

d his respects to our commanding officer; Captain 
Fitz-Horrigan, R.N.W.M.P., showed our officers and 
Jadies every possioie courtesy. He took them through 
the town, and after showing them the buildings of the 
post escorted them all to his own quarters where a toast 
was drunk to the ladies. 

The Selkirk sailed during the night of July 9, reaching 
Dawson early on the morning of the 13th. A stay of 
about an hour was made there. All were glad to see 
such an apparently thriving town up in this region. In 
Dawson and its immediate vicinity there are about 10,- 
000 people 

Eagle was reached on the afternoon of that day at 
5:20 o’clock. The journey down the river on the Selkirk 
was very enjoyable. She is a flat-bottomed, light draught 
steamer. with wood-burning boiler, and paddie-wheel at 
the stern—the same general type as that of the boats 
on the Ohio and Mississippi rivers. All of the Yukon 
boats are of this type, though varying in size. 

The weird strangeness of this silent land forces one to 
remark on its beauty and grandeur. The glaciers, and 
the snow covered mountains of the southeastern region 
—at the very bases of which lie Chatham Strait and the 
Lynn Canal—fill one with wonder and awe. 

The White Pass trip is very suggestive of a railroad 
journey through the Rocky Mountains, except that the 
grades on this narrow gauge railroad, are exceptionally 
steep. It literally climbs the mountain sides, and wind- 
ing in and out through the passes, —_ new pictures 
continually into view. Before reaching White Horse tne 
railroad makes a considerable descent, and the country 
becomes more open and somewhat less rugged, being 
comparatively flat for some distance around White 
Horse. On the maps the river is called the Lewes at 
White Horse, and accordingly the Yukon is forme@ vy 
the junction of the Pelly and Lewes rivers. But the 
people on the river call it the Yukon all the way up. 

Strangely enough no glaciers are seen after getting into 
the Yukon valley. Mountains are seen everywhere, but 
without snow at this season. Some are bare of anything. 
while most are covered with what looks like a young 
forest, as the trees do not, as a rule, grow to a great 
size here. Spruce and birch appear to predominate, but 
groves of other trees here and there give welcome touches 
of light green to the landscape. The river breaks through 
the mountains in places leaving rugged bluffs standing 
sheer above it; while in other places the mountains re- 
cede for short distances, leaving bottom lands covered 
with groves of trees to intervene between them and the 
river. The scenery, though perhaps not as grand as thar 
to the southward, is still well worth seeing. 

Eagle (formerly called Eagle City), is situated on the 
left bank of the Yukon, about twelve miles west of the 
Canadian boundary. It is a well laid out little town of 
about four hundred people more or less. Most of the 
houses are built of logs though some are of frame. 

There are three or four general stores here and they 
are in good looking buildings with corrugated iron roofs 
and sides. The Northern Commercial Company and the 
North American Transportation and Trading Company 
both have offices and well stocked stores and warehouses 
in Eagle. There is a post office here, and several other 
federal offices, including those of the customs, the mar- 
shal and the district judge. 

The crest of the river bank here is about twenty feet 
above the water. There are no docks. A steamer un- 
loads by running up alongside the bank, and a landing 
bridge is run out so as to reach ashore to where the 
bank is scarped a few feet down and covered with plank- 
ing. Unloading freight is necessarily a slow process. 

The post of Fort Egbert is close to the town. It looks 
very much like one of our own western posts of a few 
years ago. The older buildings of the post are sub- 
stantially built of logs sawed on three sides with the 
spaces caulked with oakum. Their interiors have been 
finished so as to look like ordinary houses on the inside. 
Most of the buildings on the post are frame. 

The post quartermaster has a number of civilian car- 
penters busily working on several new frame buildings, 
which will be finished before the cold weather sets in. 
By winter time we will have all necessary buildings, in- 
cluding post exchange, wa office, shops, store 
houses, etc., and nine sets of o ~ quarters, each set 
having a kitchen and at least five rooms. 

The post has a saw mill at the river bank and a t 
range back of the post, both being on the reservation 
which extends from the river back through the woods 
about two miles. In the corral are sixty head of horses 
and mules, and twenty-nine sled dogs. 

We have no water system, but this will doubtless ap- 
pear at some future time. We have a fine post garden 
which is doing well and promises a good lot of vege- 
tables. It was planted by Capt. Frederick Perkins and 
his men of Co. C, 8th Inf., last May, after they knew 
they would leave here long before the products of the 
garden could be ripe. It was simply an act of accom- 
modation voluntarily performed for the incoming garri- 
son, which was due to arrive here at a time when it 
would be too late to plant. This exceptional foresight 
and thoughtfulness on the part of Captain Perkins are

Capt. Otto F. Nesmith, of the Signal Corps, is on duty 
here having been in charge of tel h lines in Alaska 
for the past year. His wife and daughter are with him. 
They gave a welcoming party to the officers and ladies 
of the 3d Infantry a few days after the arrival of the 
latter. This was much enjoyed by all. 

We have been having most splendid weather excepting 
the rain, which has been rather more than usual for this 
season. But the soil is sandy and there is no mud. The 
air is clear amd pieasant, and the days are neither too 
cold nor too hot. 

It was hard at first to learn how to to bed in day- 
light, as there was no real night, and until a few days 
ago one could read a paper outside the house almost 
anytime. Now, however, darkness is perceptibly in- 
creasing each —

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Rear Admiral Charles D. Sigsbee, Commander-in-

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THE ARCHITECTURE OF WEST POINT. 


We observe mysterious outgivings, coming apparently 
from some one in authority, to the effect that the authors 
of our recent criticism upon the architectural upheaval 
at West Point are “well known.” We may infer that this 
suggestion is intended to indicate that if further provoca- 
tion is given these contemners of official wisdom will 
be subject to the punishment of being “named ;” a pun- 
ishment so awful in its portent that the mere threat of 
it is sufficient to keep the British House of Commons in 
order. That no innocent man may suffer for the guilty 
we would state that the principal offender in this case 
is the Editor of the ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL, who 
accepts with becoming modesty the suggestion that he is 
“well known.” As particeps criminis we would name 
Judge Henry E. Howland, of New York, and the Pro- 
fessors of Drawing, of Chemistry, of Civil and Military 
Engineering, of Mathematics, of Ordnance and Gun- 
nery, who, with the Adjutant of the Academy as re- 
corder, prepared a report on the subject of the improve- 
ment of West Point which gave foundation for our 
criticism. We would also cite the published statement 
of the Superintendent of the Academy as proof of the 
soundness of our criticism of the suggestion that the 
amount to be expénded should exceed the appropria- 
tion to which, as Congress expressly provided, the ex- 
penditure was to be limited. 

The general purport of our criticism was to the effect 
that, in disregard of the recommendations of a jury of ex- 
perts, especially organized to consider the subject of the 
enlargement of the Academy, an initial scheme of rela- 
tive simplicity has been elaborated into one of grandiose 
proportions. 

The appropriation made by Congress was based upon 
the estimute presented officially on behalf of the Acad- 
emy, which estimate was, however, reduced in commit- 
tee from a total of $5,996,000 to $5,500,000. A reap- 
portionment of the amount actually appropriated to the 
several needs of the Academy was made by the board, 
whose approval of the designs was accompanied by the 
qualification that the cost of the improvements should not 
exceed the Congressional appropriation. 

It is the belief of those who have examined into the 
matter that if some of the grandiose features of the pres- 
ent designs, which are of chief value as exploiting the 
architects, could be eliminated with advantage to the 
Academy and would enable its authorities to keep faith 
with Congress without curtailing the scheme of enlarge- 
ment for necessary buildings. This is an important 
matter. It would be very unwise to bring the Mil- 
itary Academy into disrepute with Congress in a 
ease of this kind, nor do we think it necessary to do so. 
The amounts recommended by the advisory board 
in connection with the erection of new buildings and addi- 
tions at West Point was $541,500 less than the allot- 
ment and their estimates included an item of $100,000 
for contingent expenses. No allotment was made for 
the hotel which was covered, however, by the reservation 
of over half a million dollars. 

Speaking of the present architectural condition at 
West Point the military commissioner of the London 
Times says: “There is nothing mean about the archi- 
tecture with which the United States Government has 
surrounded its military cadets.” Mr. Montgomery 
Schuyler who quotes this in an article in the Architect- 
ural Record on “The Architecture of West Point,” adds, 
“The praise is not excessive, and it is,accurate. To way 
‘that. there is. nothing mean’ about buildings: erected in 
the United States sixty years ago in. English collegiate 
Gothic is to praise them very highly.”. Mr..Schuyler's 
reference is to the; earlier. buildings, planned under the 
direction of offieers of the Army. He exempts from his 
praise the buildings of more recent construction, includ- 
ing the academic building, and the gymnasium, designed 
by that eminent architect, the late Richard M. Hunt. 

We speak from some experience in the ways of archi- 
tect. when we say that it requires knowledge of con- 
struction to deal properly with them and, so far as we are 
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aware, their work at West Point is not. under the control 
of any one who has. such knowledge. + Official authority 
cannot supply the lack of it and we do not hold to the 
opinion that official conclusions are’ so sacrosanct that 
they must not be criticised. Those who are resnons- 
ible for the rebuilding of West Point have an unwelcome 
task imposed upon them and we have no doubt that they 
appreciate the importance of welcoming criticism, instead 
of endeavoring to make it uncomfortable for those who 
question their conclusions. 

The War Department on August 25 made the follow- 
ing official statement: “Representations having been 
made to the Secretary of War to the effect that the plan 
of improvements at the United States Military Acad- 
emy ought to be materially modified, the Secretary defi- 
nitély disposed of the matter on the 24th instant by ad- 
vising the Superintendent of the Academy that there is 
no intention on the part of the War Department to alter 
in any material respect the general plan of those im- 
provements, as developed from the competitive design and 
approved by the Secretary of War on January 28, 1904, 
but that it will be the policy of the Department faithfully 
to adhere to this general plan in carrying on the improve- 
ments at the Military Academy, subject only to such 
changes as may be necessary to bring the cost of the work 
within the amount appropriated therefor by Congress.” 

This statement has been received since the above was 
written, and we welcome this official approval of the po- 
sition we have assumed in the matter. It would be a 
grave mistake to go to Congress asking for an appropria- 
tion to complete work it had authorized with the express 
stipulation that the amount appropriated should not be 
exceeded, and this not for the purpose of providing nec- 
essary accommodations at the Academy but to exploit 
West Point as a show place and a summer resort. The 
fewer visitors and idlers there are at West Point the 
better. Every change made there should be subsidiary to 
the main purpose of educating young men, not only in 
the technicalities of the military profession but in those 
ideas of simplicity in living and the absolute subordina- 
tion of pleasure to duty which are the foundations of 
military success. The Japanese are giving the world an 
impressive lesson on this subject to which we would do 
well to give heed.

THE VALUE OF THE CIVILIAN TO THE NAVY. 


Whether the impression is correct or not, most civ- 
ilians have the feeling that an active interest in the 
technical details of the Navy on the part of persons 
in more peaceful and sedentary pursuits is regarded as 
something of an impertinence by naval officers. Yet 
there is no more fascinating study than that of the 
details of naval affairs and of naval history and none 
in which there are more untrodden paths. Moreover, 
there is a distinct service in behalf of the naval estab- 
lishment of the United States which may be performed 
by civilians without at all encroaching upon the duties 
which are assigned to the naval personnel. A hint of 
such service may be found in the work of the civilian 
experts of Great Britain whose study and comparison 
of the existing naval types and the trend of the evolu- 
tion of naval force is the international standard. 

That the interest in the naval affairs of the United 
States and knowledge of naval conditions is confined to 
the few outside of those who have been at some time in 
the service is chiefly due to the long period in which 
the United States was practically without a navy. 
During that period a class of officers of studious habit 
and scholarly tastes fully supplied the need so far as 
it was felt, for writings on naval subjects. It is evi- 
dent that there will not be a corresponding class de- 
veloped for years, if at all. The engrossing demands 
of almost continual active service for the younger offi- 
ders will deprive the naval officer who is fond of his 
book of the advantages for study which are afforded by 
long periods of shore duty and if the general public 
of the United States is to be correctly informed on 
naval matters, the work must be done by civilians. 

Bound to Congress by the necessity for annual ap- 
propriations, the Navy must inevitably suffer from 
the absorption of misinformation by the gentlemen who 
make up the Congressional representation. So long as 
there is no source of general information on naval sub- 
jects available, Congressional impressions will be gained 
largely from the view points of individuals in the ser- 
vice whose views must inevitably be colored by their 
own experience. It is a fact not limited to the Navy 
that no man’s experience can be universal. 

Naval warfare is no longer a matter of the bold, 
blunt sailor, the “lay me on, Captain Bunker” days 
have vanished before the fact of a duel at a five-mile 
range. Mathematics, the divine art of “ figuring,” is 
at the beginning, middle and end of the chapter and 
with the mathematics of fleets and powers there is a 
section with which the civilian has much to do. There 
is no question of the advantage of a civilian in the 
compilation of data and in deductions therefrom, be- 
cause he is able to carry on the work uninterruptedly, 
‘year after’ year and without the interim of sea duty.

which has been done that safe lines for the future can be 
marked out. The rule of thumb gives apparent results 
when not challenged by accurate calculation, but mis- 
takes are mistakes even if the fallacy has gone out of 
date before its error has been proven. 

As a demand always produces a supply, there is no 
fear but the eagerness of the people of the United States 


for instruction on naval matters will receive satisfac- 
tion. It is already to be seen that some “fierce” phe- 
nomena in the way of writing on naval topics will be 
developed in the evolution, but no civilian need be afraid 
that in taking up naval topics for study Le will 
crowd out those to the manor born. There is work 
enough for all who may be attracted to it, a visible 
supply of raw material that will not be exhausted in 
the life time of even the youngest historian of or com- 
mentator on naval matters. 





THE NATIONAL TROPHY CONTEST. 


In the second contest for the National Trophy, repre- 
senting the military team championship of the United 
States, held at Fort Riley, Kas., on Aug. 22, 23 and 24, 
the team from the New York National Guard has again 
won a most brilliant victory, defeating the best teams 
the Regulars and the other States could put in the field. 
New York deserves all honor for its splendid skill in 
defeating fairly on strange grounds, and under entirely 
new conditions, the pick of military riflemen represented 
in four teams from the Regular service, and fifteen from 
the National Guard. 

Last year the New Yorkers won the match at Sea 
Girt and had a lead of 86 points in the aggregate, defeat- 
ing fourteen teams, including those from the Regular ser- 
vices. This year it had much harder work, as its mem- 
bers had the experience of rapid fire for the first time, 
but it won with the handsome lead of 38 points. The 
team was captained on both occasions by Col. N. B. 
Thurston, 1L.S.A.P. and 0.0. 

The team from the Regular services made a much bet- 
ter showing than they did last year and but for the su- 


_ perior shooting of the New York men, they would 


have borhe off all the honors. Last year the team from 
the Marine Corps stood sixth, the Army Infantry, sev- 
enth, the Cavalry ninth, and the Navy thirteenth. 

This year the blue jackets of the Navy surprised the 
whole camp by their remarkable shooting in the skir- 
mish run, winning second place. The six leading teams 
at the conclusion of the match in order of merit were: 
New York, U.S. Navy, Army Infantry, Army Cavalry, 
U.S. Marine Corps, and District of Columbia. All these 
win prizes. The Navy team at the finish of the match 
was 38 points in the aggregate behind New York, but 44 
points ahead of the Army Infantry team, 136 points 
ahead of the Army Cavalry team, and 216 points ahead 
of the Marine Corps team. In the first day’s shoot in 
rapid and slow fire, the Army Infantry team stood first, 
being 38 points ahead of the District of Columbia team, 
41 ahead of New York, and 86 ahead of the Navy. In 
the second day’s long range shooting at 800 and 1000 
yards the New Yorkers simply swept the field, and in the 
aggregate were 70 points ahead of New Jersey, which then 
stood second, 115 points ahead of the Army Infantry 
team, 92 ahead of the Marine Corps, and 124 ahead of 
the Navy. 

The third and last day’s contest was a day of surprises, 
for the Navy bluejackets, in the skirmish firing made 
the best shooting of the day, rolling up a score 86 points 
in excess of that made by the New Yorkers, and 94 points 
in excess df the score of the Army Infantry team, which 
was the third. The great lead of the New York team 
on the second day, however, more than counterbalanced 
the splendid skirmish work of the Navy team on the 
first day. The aggregate scores of the six prize winning 
teams in order of merit, are as follows: New York, 
4.332; U.S. Navy, 4.294; Army Infantry, 4.250; Army 
Cavalry, 4.158; U.S. Marine Corps, 4.078; District of 
Columbia, 3.994. We reserve the scores in detail for 
another week. 


TO MAKE ATHLETIC TRAINING COMPULSORY. 

In General Orders No. 27, Department of the Vis- 
ayas, Philippines Division, Brig. Gen. William H. Car- 
ter, U.S.A., commanding, takes an advanced position in 
favor of vigorous physical training in the Army by 
announcing that in his department physical training 
“including participation in authorized athletic contests,” 
shall be regarded as other drills, and any injury received 
while engaged in such exercise shall be reported as in- 
curred in line of duty. General Carter remarks, and 
officers generally who have had experience in such mat- 
ters will agree with him, that the value to the Service 
from athletic contests comes mainly in the general good 
effects of the preparation, and his order, which pre- 
scribes conditions for the Annual Athletic Meet for the 
Department, states that preference will be shown for 
those sports and exercises in which all the men may en- 
gage. It is not required that elderly soldiers whose 
physique may have become impaired by long service, 
shall take part in the more trying exercises, but in the 
ease of all not so impaired, participation is compul- 
sory. 

General Carter’s view on this matter is entirely sound 
and practical. Organized athletic contests are legiti- 
mately a part of the soldier’s physical training, and he 
shonld have no option as to participating in them. What 
is needed is some regulation which shall make them sys- 
tematic. and so ordered as to engage every enlisted man. 
The best ‘means to that end is to remove them from the 
field of option and make them compulsory. Any hard- 
ship involved in that arrangement is fully compensated 
by the provision that injuries received while thus en- 
gaged shall be regarded as incurred in the line of duty. 
That of itself should serve to popularize organized con- 
tests in every command in the Service. The Annual 
Athletic Meet for General Carter’s command, which is 
scheduled for Camp Jossman, Guimaras, November 16, 





17 and 18, will be devoted to exercises of three classes, 
namely, athletic events, military events and games, and 
in pursuance with General Carter’s purpose, the program 
has been arranged with a view to bringing all the men 
into action. Among the military events announced, is 
a pack train contest, delivering ammunition to the firing 
line, a fine esercise which, with the disappearance of 
Indian warfare, is almost forgotten. Inasmuch as we 
have no definite and adequate system of rushing am- 
munition to the firing line the adoption of the pack train 
contest as an event in military athletics is an admir- 
able step. It is not only a capital physical exercise, but 
it may develop a modified method of delivering ammuni- 
tion that would be of inestimable value to the Army in 
time of war. The games include association football in 
which no tackling is allowed and which for that reason 
is desirable as a field exercise. Ali in all the execution 
of the program for the meeting in General Carter’s de- 
partment will be awaited with lively interest by all who 
are concerned in rational physical training for the Army. 


A Navy officer calls our attention to a three-line per- 
sonal paragraph in which the retired chief of a staff 
bureau was referred to as “admiral,” and another officer 
as “chief engineer.” He says: “I must confess that I 
am at a loss to understand the distinction that a semi- 
official journal makes in the ranks of officers on the 
retired list, in view of the recent decision of the At- 
torney General.” We know of no decision of the At- 
torney General on this subject which can be cited as 
authority. Decisions of Attorneys General are not law, 
but advice given to a Government officer as to the 
proper interpretation of law. They do not become bind- 
ing upon any one until they are accepted and promul- 
gated by proper authority. The entire question of titles 
which is in dispute has been “pigeon-holed” for the 
present by Secretary Morton, and will not be taken up 
for determination until he has had an opportunity thor- 
oughly to investigate the subject for himself. Mean- 
while the decision of the Attorney General on this 
question is not in force in the Navy. Our instructions 
to our proofreader in the matter of titles are to follow 
the Navy Register, as he did in this case. When an 
officer has a title of office and a title of rank it is proper 
to use either or both, especially in informal paragraphs, 
such as those appearing under the head of “personal.” 
These paragraphs come to us from a great variety of 
squrees, and the wishes of the writers as to designations 
are followed when they are not obviously wrong. We 
should be very glad if our correspondent would furnish 
us with a rule which will guide us in the use of Navy 
titles, and which will satisfy all parties. Our present 
rule is to follow the Navy Register.

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The appointment of a board of officers, whose exclu- 
sive duty it shall be to determine th general type of 
ships to be built in the future, is the idea which has been 
unofficially advanced at the Navy Department. Whether 
it will win enough supporters to reach the Secretary in 
an official form, remains to be seen. The promoters of 
this scheme claim that the Board on Construction is 
not competent to pass upon this important question; that 
the General Board of the Navy has not the time, and 
that as a result the Navy is the sufferer. It is also 
asserted with positiveness that .bere are glaring ex- 
amples of the defects in our ships of to-day, which are 
generally supposed to be the best of their class, even 
the Louisiana and Connecticut being included in this 
condemnation. The trouble, or rather one of the troubles, 
with these ships, it is claimed, is that their guns are 
mounted too low to be effective against a number of 
foreign ships. It is also asserted that the bureau chiefs 
have not the time to spend in the necessary study of for- 
eign navy news to fit them for the tremendous task of de- 
ciding upon the general class of our s...ps, and that they 
should not be expected to do this duty. The statement 
was made this week that recommendations had long ago 
been filed with the Department urging the appointment 
of such a board, but no action was taken upon them. 


-_— 
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There has been a great deal published lately about a 
new type of battleship which was being considered in the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair, and in some quart- 
ers so much prominence has been given to the matter 
that the idea appears to have gained ground that the 
Bureau really contemplated working a revolution in 
the building of battleships. As a matter of fact noth- 
ing of the sort is being considered. Several years ago 
there were drawn up in the bureau plans for a battle- 
ship which should have no eight inch guns. This plan 
has again been suggested to the bureau, and sometime 
in the future when the plans for vessels authorized are 
completed, this new idea will be taken up and the Board 
on Construction will consider it. A new impetus has 
been given to the idea as a result of the naval opera- 
tions in the Far East. It should be remembered that 
some years ago a board of about twelve flag officers 
agreed that the eight-inch guns should not be omitted 
from battleships, and as a result some of the ships now 
building will have them. There is material for -infinite 
argument on either side.

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MANEUVER CAMPS AT MANASSAS. 
Manassas, Va., Aug. 26, 1904. 

Under the able direction of Capt. Adelbert Cronkhite, 
Artillery Corps, detailed to the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment, the preparations for the encampment of the Reg- 
ular Army and the Militia at Maneuver Camp Number 
1, have nearly been completed. The work accomplished 
by Captain Cronkhite in four weeks, with an in- 
sufficient force of 150 men, has been marvelous, when 
all of the drawbacks, with which he has had to contend, 


are taken into consideration. The land between Manas- 
sas and Thoroughfare is exceedingly well suited for 
maneuvers. One continuous stretch of beautifuily green 
hills, alternating with tiny valleys, can be seen from 
the headquarters of Gen. F. D. Grant, near Manassas, all 
the way to the dim Blue Ridge fifteen miles away, where 
General Bell will be encamped with his division of 
Regulars and Militiamen. One highway connects the 
two big camps, running through Gainesville, the Corps 
Headquarters, and, as seen from the eminence of Gen- 
eral Grant’s prospective headquarters, looks like a long 
yellow snake as it winds its way between the hills 
covered with green verdure, and the fertile valleys made 
more beautiful by the cultivation of the Virginia farmers. 
Along this road bodies of troops will soon be hurrying to 
the attack and for the defense; guards will be posted, 
and supply trains will be winding their way from one 
camp to the other. 

The camp at Manassas is nearly ready for the large 
body of troops which will begin to arrive on August 27. 
At the present time there are only about 650 troops in 
camp, but ample preparations have been made for the 
reception of the remainder of the force, whick will con- 
stitute the Army, to be known as Division I. ‘The fields 
adjacent to Manassas, where the camp site has been lo- 
cated, are one net-work of water-pipes, supplied with 
fresh water from twelve artesian wells, none of which 
is less than 150 feet in depth, and which will remain 
after the maneuvers to bless the locality. Trenches have 
been dug, and each regimental camp has been provided 
with three bath tents, each of which has six shower 
baths for the soldiers. ‘These bath tents are supplied 
with water from the artesian wells by means of station- 
ary engines, placed near each water tank. 

Great care has been taken in arranging the camp to 
see that proper and strategic distribution is made of the 
Infantry, Artillery and Cavalry. It is thoroughly 
realized by the officer who has had charge of the camp 
arrangements that an attempt will be made by the at- 
tacking foree, located at Thoroughfare, to execute a 
flank movement on Manassas and capture the railroad 
and the base of supplies. With this idea in mind the 
various arms of the Service have been so located in 
camp as to bring out their greatest strategic value. The 
Cavalry is placed nearest to the railroad and Manas- 
sas, and will be camped with several regiments of In- 
fantry; the Artillery has been placed on a high hill, well 
in the front of the camp, where it will command the 
front, and be prepared to defend with its fire any frontal 
attack. 

The Southern Railroad has done all in its power to 
facilitate the work of the Army officers. Twenty-five 
side-tracks have been laid from Manassas and other 
points to the heart of the maneuver camps. Already 
supply trains are coming in every few hours with food 
and blank ammunition for the troops soon to arrive. 
Every arrangement possible has _ been made by the 
Army and railroad authorities to facilitate the detrain- 
ment of the huge bodies of troops. It is believed that 
there will be little or no trouble in bringing the men 
from the various points to Manassas and Thoroughfare. 

Much has been said and written about the attitude 
of the land owners and farmers in the vicinity of Manas- 
sas and Thoroughfare in connection with the maneuvers.

Captain Cronkhite has taken care, when 
it became necessary to remove fences, first to notify the 
owners of the land, and then to take down the fences 
under their supervision, and in such a way that they 
could easily be rebuilt. The farmers appreciate that 
some damage will be done to their property, but they 
know equally as well that they will be reimbursed by 
the Government, and are therefore entering, with com- 
mendable spirit, into the idea of the maneuvers. The

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PROBLEMS OF VIRGINIA MANEUVERS. 


G.O. 12, AUG. 18, 1904, ATLANTIC DIVISION. 

This order announces the problems prepared by the 
Chief Umpire, Army Maneuvers in the vicinity of Man- 
assas, Virginia, as the basis of the maneuvers to take 
place, from which we make the following extracts. 

Problem No. 1, September 6 and 7; problem No. 2, 
September 8 and 9. 

PROBLEM NO. 1. 
GENERAL SITUATION. 

“A Blue army, based upon the Potomac River at 
Washington, is marching westward against a Brown army 
operating in the Shenandoah Valley toward Washington. 

SPECIAL SITUATION—BLUE. 


“The leading division (real) of the Blue army has 
reached Manassas; the remaining division (imaginary) 
is at Fairfax Court House. The commander of the lead- 
ing Blue corps is with the advanced division. He as- 
certains at Manassas, by means of reconnaissance, that 
one division of the Brown army is in the vicinity of 
Thoroughfare. He has learned through spies that the 
remaining division was at Front Royal on the afternoon 
of the 5th and was making preparations to march the 
following morning. He determines to attack the Brown 
division with the object of defeating, and if possible cap- 
turing it, befor: other Brown forces can come to its as- 
sistance, and tor this purpose orders an immediate attack 
by the leading Blue division (real) and sends orders to 
the remaining division (imaginary) to push forward im- 
mediately from Fairfax Court House and join in the ac- 
tion in accordance with orders that he will give upon its 
arrival. 





SPECIAL SITUATION—BROWN. 

“The Brown commander at Front Royal has passed 
forward his leading division (real) by forced marches 
through Thoroughfare Gap, with orders to take up a de- 
fensive position such that he can cover the Gap and per- 
mit the passage of the rest of the Brown forces. It is 


known that the Blue army is advancing, and the com- 


force of Blues is already at This force is 
estimated to consist of a division. Another division is 
known to be following it closely, but its exact location 
is not ascertained. He receives a dispatch in reply to 
hold his position at all hazards and informing him that 
within forty-eight hours at the farthest he will be strongly 
reinforced. On the morning of the 6th the Brown com- 
mander ascertains definitely that the leading division 
of the Blue is at Manassas and that another division is 
at Fairfax Court House.” 
NOTE. 


“As the Blue commander can estimate the time neces- 
sary to march the troops from Front Royal to Thorough- 
fare, he is given within a certain time thorough initia- 
tive and is able to make his combinations for turning 
movements or flank attacks with a certainty of being re- 
inforced before Brown reinforcements can reach Thor- 
oughfare Gap. The Brown commander must make his 
dispositions with a view to holding his own, not only 
against the actual Blue division, but reinforcements which 
are following it closely. He can estimate the length of 
time that must elapse before the troops at Fairfax Court 
House can reinforce those from Manassas. The railroad 
from Front Royal to Manassas is assumed to be in an 
unserviceable condition and not available to assist in the 
movements of the Brown army. 

“Unless it is necessary for the Chief Umpire to sus- 
pend the action at an earlier hour, the signal for the 
suspension of the combat will be given at three P.M. 
The positions of the various bodies of troops will then be 
accurately noted by the Chief Umpire and the time will 
be assumed to be at nightfall. The troops will then re- 
turn to their respective camps, and at six A.M., on the 
morning of the 7th, they will be marched out to the po- 
sitions of the preceding afternoon and be located as near- 
ly as possible in the positions they occupied at night- 
fall. The engagement will then be resumed at ten A.M., 
the watches of the two opposing commanders being for 
this purpose set with the watch of the Chief Umpire. In 
the operations of the second day the Blue troops engaged 
will be regarded as a fresh division, with no casualties, 
the first division being assumed to in reserve. The 
casualties of the preceding day will be deducted from the 
force of the Brown. The action on the second day will 
be terminated in the same manner as the action of the 
previous day. The Chief Umpire will note the disposi- 
tions of the various bodies on both sides, and it must 
also be taken into consideration by the commander of the 
Blue force that at three P.M. the Brown reinforcements 
are marching through Thoroughfare Gap. Dispositions 
must be made by him of his imaginary division to op- 
pose this supposed force. As soon as practicable the 
Chief Umpire will present to the Corps commander the 
decision as to the result of the battle, stating in detail 
the reasons on which the decision is based.” (This ap- 
plies also to the second problem, with conditions re- 
versed. ) 

PROBLEM NO. 2. 
GENERAI SITUATION. 

“A Blue army is assembled at Washington and is pre- 
paring to move against a Brown army which is operating 
from the Shenandoah Valley against the capital. * * * 

SPECIAL SITUATION—BLUE. 

“The commander of the Blue division at Manassas as- 
certains by reconnaissance the presence of the Brown 
division at Thoroughfare, the strength of this division 
being approximately equal to his own. He also learns 
through spies that the remaining division (imaginary) is 
west of the Bull Run Mountains and on the evening of 
Septembér 7 was believed to be at Salem. The com- 
mander of the Blue army is notified accordingly, and he 
gives orders for the commander of the Blue division to 
take up a defensive position in the vicinity of Manassas, 
and to hold the enemy in check while waiting reinforce- 
ments. The commander of the Blue division is assured 
that the division at Anandale will reach him by the even- 
ing of the following day, and that further reinforcements 
are following from Washington. The commander of the 
Blue division accordingly takes up a defensive position 
with a view to repelling an attack by the Brown division 
assisted probably by heavy reinforcements which he knows 
to be in its rear. 

SPECIAL SITUATION—BROWN. 


“The Brown commander being informed of the pres- 
ence of the Blue division at Manassas and fearing that 
it may fall back to effect a junction with the forces in 
its rear, determines to attack it without delay, trusting 
to the attack of the first division (real) to hold the Blue 
division until the arrival of the division from Salem.” 


NOTE. 


“The problem for the commander of the Blue division 
is to resist the attacks of the Brown division, knowing 
that reinforcements are rapidly approaching in its rear. 
This to a certain extent restricts him in regard to making 
any counter offensive movements by the flank. The prob- 
lem of the Brown commander is to engage the Blue as 
quickly as possible, knowing that he can receive reinforce- 
ments before his opponent can be reinforced. He is ac- 
cordingly at liberty to take more latitude in regard to 
offensive movements than his opponent. In this respect 
the preblem is practically the same as the first problem 
with the situation reversed. * * * In the operations of 
the second day, the Brown troops engaged will be re- 
garded as a fresh division with no casualties. The cas- 
ualties of the preceding day will be deducted from the 
force of the Blue * * *” 
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NATIONAL RIFLE MATCH AT FORT RILEY. 


Fort Riley, Kas., Aug. 21, 1904. 
The record shooting for the National Match will begin 
to-morrow with nineteen teams competing for honors 
on the new national range. 
It was with the idea of interesting the West and the 


Pacific States that a site was selected in the Middle West 
for the shoot of 194. Fort Riley’s advantage in this re- 
spect, coupled with its thirty-one miles of reservation, 
made the selection easy. 

The range, which is as level as a floor, with a barely 
perceptible rise toward the targets, is laid out from 
north-east to south-west, with a long range of bluffs in 
the background to serve as a bullet stop. There are 
twenty-eight targets for the known distances, and thirty- 
six for the skirmish runs. The fact that all the targets 
are on the same line, so that all teams can shoot at one 
time at the same range and at all hours or the day, are 
greatly in its favor. 

The following teams are here: Maryland, Iowa, Ala- 
bama, Washington, Florida, Michigan, Kansas, Penn- 
sylvania, Connecticut, New York, Georgia, District of 
Columbia and Massachusetts. There are also two teams 
from the Army, and one each from the Navy and the 
Marine Corps. Each team is composed of eighteen men; 
twelve principals, three alternates, a captain, coach and 
spotter. Numbered among the teams represented are four 
of the board of twenty-one, on National Rifle Practice, 
who will doubtless look after the interests of its work

with a keen eye. They are: Brig. Gen. James A. Drain, 
A.G., who will coach the Washington State team; Gen.

The messi arrangements are excellent, being handled 
by Capt. M. 8S. Murray, C.S., U.S.A., with an able corps 
of stewards, cooks and waiters. The skirmish targets (all 
run parallel with the camp), are the nearest to the camp, 
at about a distance of 200 yards, with the targets for the 
known distances an equal distance farther on. Every- 
one speaks words of praise for the range. The clearness 
of the atmosphere calls forth favorable comment; also 
the absence of trees near the shooting ground. Devices 
for measuring the velocity of the wind are conveniently 
located. Blackboards on easels, of portable size, are 
furnished the firing points for scoring purposes, as are 
telescopes on tripods, in order that the team captain or 
coach may direct the fire of the team. These telescopes 
are rticflarly valuable at the longer ranges. Field 
telephones in the hands of Signal Cor men follow the 
firing parties from range to range and thus make com- 
munication between the firing points and the butts an 
easy matter. 

A battalion of the 2th Infantry from Fort Niobrara, 
Neb., will perform the necessary police duties, and also 
furnish two or three markers at each target. A range 
officer will be in charge of every two targets. Capt.

IN THE FAR EAST. 


Two Russian torpedo boat destroyers struck mines at 
the entrance to Port Arthur August 24 and one of them 
sank. Reports continue to come of vigorous assaults 
upon the defenses of Port Arthur, with heavy losses by 
the Japanese, 10,000 in the capture of Fort No. 1., and 
3000 in the attack on Fort Etsehan. 

The Japanese report that the Russian battleship Sevas- 
topol struck a mine while bombarding the Japanese po- 
sitions on land and had to be towed back into harbor. 
Also that the cruisers Nisshin and Kasagi fired upon 
the Russian forts August 23, silencing those east of 
Golden Hill, at the entrance of Port Arthur. A Russian 
semi-official journal says of the Japanese: “Neither a 
rain of cannon shots, walls of bayonets, nor earth strewn 
with corpses can arrest their stubborn assaults.” 

Five desperate assaults on Green Hills are reported 
to have occurred July 26 and 27, the Japanese breaking 
badly in the final assault. Wolf Hills were assaulted 
July 29 and 30. The Japanese fire an average of 
shells daily, and keep up their fire both day and night. 

The Russian Emperor has telegraphed to Lieutenant 
General Stoessel, in command of the military forces at 
Port Arthur, as foliows: 

“TI direct you to congratulate in my name and on be- 
half of the whole of Russia the troops, sailors and inhab- 
itants of Port Arthur on the successes gained in the fight- 
ing of July 26, 27 and 28. I am fully convinced of their 
absolute readiness to uphold the glory of our arms by 
their unbounded bravery. I warmly thank all. May the 
Most High God bless their heroic deed which entailed 
such heavy sacrifices, and may He protect the fortress 
of Port Arthur from the attacks of the enemy.” 

The correspondent of The Associated Press asked Cap- 
tain Matousevitch, of the battleship Czarevitch, the late 
Admiral Wittsoeft’s chief of staff, in the hospital at Tsing- 
Tao, what lesson he deduced from the naval fight of Aug- 
ust 10. The captain was too weak to reply at length, but 
he said conclusions might be drawn from the fact that 
the ten and twelve inch guns were accurately served and 
did the most damage, and that while the Russians at one 
time were beset by thirty-six torpedo boats and destroyers, 
the latter’s fire was very inaccurate and did little dam- 
age. Captain Matousevitch does not believe that the rud- 
der shaft of the Czarevitch was hit by a torpedo, as at 
first reported. Eight torpedoes were fired at the Czare- 
vitch, but the captain says not orie of them struck the 
battleship. 

Admiral Kamimura states that in the engagement with 
the Viadivostok cruisers he maneuvered so as to keep 
his back to the sun. whereby the Japanese gunners had a 
great advantage. The admiral bears the highest testi- 
mony to the splendid gallantry of the Russians, and also 
to their care for the wounded, many of whom, some with- 
out arms or legs, were placed on planks and lowered 
into the sea before the Rurik sank. 

A Russian gunboat of the Otvanjny type struck a mine 
August 28 and sank off Liao-thie-Shan Promontory (the 
extreme southern point of the Kwan-Tung Peninsula.) 

The weather is improving in Manchuria and it is hoped 
that the wet season is over. The Russians are strength- 
ening their defenses about Liao-Yang. There has been no 
serious fighting in that region. The military inactivity is 
credited to the fact that the Japanese are concen- 
trating all their attention on Port Arthur. A dispatch 
to a Berlin paper says: “Indications are that the 
initiative is about to pass from the Japanese to the Rus- 
sians. The Japanese plan of campaign, including the at- 
tack upon Liao-Yany, has apparently been deranged by the 
unexpectedly stubborn resistance at Port Arthur. They do 
not intend, it is stated, to make a direct attack upon the 
position of General Kuropatkin at Liao-Yang. They will 
try to maneuver the Russians out and force a fight near 
Mukden. August 19 the Japanese occupied An-Shan- 
Chan on the railway about 25 miles south of Liao-Yang, 
a strong defensive position on Kuropatkin’s right flank 
midway between Hai-Cheng and Liao-Yang. It was one 
point in a semi-circle of positions around Liao-Yang. The 
other points were An-Ping, twenty miles southeast of 
Liao-Yang: Sik-ha-Yen, forty miles east of Liao-Yang, 
and Lian-dian-Sian, twenty-four miles southeast of Liao- 
Yang. The defeats which the Russians have suffered 
seem only to increase Russia’s determination to hurry re- 
inforcements to the front. An imperial ukase orders the 
mobilization of the reserves in forty-five additional dis- 
tricts. Considerably over half of the first class reserves 
of Puropean Russia have now been called out, and prac- 
tically all the reserves in Siberia. The Emperor also is- 
sued a ukase summoning to the colors all the reserve of- 
ficers throughout the empire. 

At the Russian headquarters General Kuroki’s 
army is estimated at 100,000 men, General Nodzu’s force 
at 70,000, and General Oku’s at 40,000. This is exclu- 
sive of about 30,000 men moving up on the right bank of 
the Liao River. 

Since his retirement from Simu-Cheng and the Yang- 
Tse Pass it is estimated that more than 35,000 rein- 
forcements have reached General Kuropatkin. 

The Russian Czar has yielded to the pressure of in- 
ternational public opinion and ordered the disarming of 
the Askold and Grosovi, which had been driven from 
Port Arthur and taken refuge in the Chinese harbor of 
Shanghai. A message was sent at the same time to the 
crews of these vessels congratulating them on saving their 
vessels and conveying words of encouragement. They were 
under the depressing influence pf a previous order direct- 


ing that work be pushed on the vessels and they be sent 
to almost certain destruction. 

Great Britain has formally called the attention of the 
Russian Government to the renewed activity of the vol- 
unteer fleet steamer Smolenski and has asked for expla- 
nations. British merchants complain that the Russians 
are discriminating against them in favor of German ves- 
sels who are getting their traffic. 

Liao-Yang is the anciert capital of Manchuria with a 
Russian official suburb of gray brick detached houses, 
built in a sort of barrack square by the railway station. 
Between the wall marks an irregular square about a 
mile each way. On each side a gate, through which 
the road makes painful zigzags, gives, or rather obstructs, 
entrance and exit. The practical Russians, who have 
much transport work to do in and through the city, have 
found these gates rather insufficient for their needs, so 
they have simplified the problem by knocking great 
breaches in the wall at convenient points. 





DEPARTMENT OF THE LanFES. 


Brig. Gen, Frederick D. Grant, U.S.A., commanding 
the Department of the Lakes, has made a report covering 
the year ended June 30, 1904, which deals with condi- 
tions in the department since he assumed command on 
Jan. 15, 1904. He states that schools were maintained 
at all posts in the department during the year, in which 
instruction was given to enlisted men by teachers de- 
tailed from their own number. The attendance was reg- 
ular and the results excellent. Instruction was not con- 
fined to elementary branches, but was extended to such 
subjects as the men could study with advantage to them- 
selves or the Service. Two commissioned officers were 
brought before courts martial in the department during 
the year, one of whom was convicted and dismissed from 
the Army, while the case of the other remains uncom- 
pleted. The enlisted men tried by general courts martial 
during the year numbered 320, of whom 140 belonged to 
organizations serving in other departments. There were 
149 convictions for desertion and 2373 cases were tried 
by summary courts. There were 435 desertions. On the 
subject of recruiting and the exercise of undue clemency 
in the case of convicted offenders General Grant uses this 
plain language : 

“The lack of proper investigation, before enlistment 
by recruiting officers as to the character of applicants, 
which failure has brought into the Service a class of in- 
ferior and unreliable recruits, is a well-recognized and 
fruitful source of the evil of desertion, and that this ob- 
tains in many enlistments has been practically demon- 
strated in this office in considering applications for clem- 
ency, where civil authorities have been requested to in- 
vestigate and report upon the character that the parties 
bore prior to their enlistment. There are several other 
reasons, however, that I am convinced add in a greater 
measure to this evil. The guard houses in the depart- 
ment have been absolutely inadequate as an adjunct to 
the administration of military justice. The exercise of 
clemency has been used in any number of cases amount- 
ing almost to jail deliveries, not from the fact of its 
being deserved, but because it was absolutely imperative 
that the guard houses be cleared of prisoners to a num- 
ber that would render sanitary conditions safe to health 
and life. There have been seventy-four escapes from 
guards and guard houses during the year in this de- 
partment, and it is my belief, from close observation and 
inquiry, that, under the present system, almost any pris- 
oner who desires it may, by watching his opportunity, 
effect his escape. It is further to be remarked that the 
work required of general prisoners at posts is ordinarily 
ot the lightest character, amounting really to no more 
than light exercise, and does not even approximate in 
quantity the labor performed by the good soldier. In 
fact, some officers state that the soldier had much rather, 
as a rule, do the work assigned to general prisoners than 
to guard them, with all of the attendant responsibilities. 

“Considering that a soldier contemplating desertion 
may feel that he has three chances to one of not being 
apprehended; that, if he is apprehended and sentenced, 
he will be provided with good food and bed and given 
practically only light exercise in the way of labor; that 
he has some chance of undeserved clemency, on account 
of crowded conditions in post guard houses; and that, if 
he tires of prison, an effort to escape is almost sure to be 
successful, it is evident that the conditions are not well 
adapted to serve as a wholesome restraint upon the mind 
of the man who contemplates taking the step. Exnense 
to the Government in case of these prisoners, without any 
substantial return from their labor, and the development 
of a spirit of laziness among them. is to a certain ex- 
tent the result of the present system. All this argues 
for the establishment of a general military prison, where 
general prisoners may be properly guarded and worked. 
It is strongly recommended that the Government secure a 
central position for the confinement of general nrisoners. 
The regiments in this department have been largely com- 
posed of recruits, which recruits have not averaged a 
high standard. This is unfortunate, especially when one 
considers the surroundings of all the military posts and 
the many temptations to dissipation which the vicinity 
offers to young soldiers.” 

Of the three rifle ranges in the department those at 
Fort Sheridan and Fort Brady are reported as satis- 
factory, but that at Fort Thomas is unsatisfactory and 
cannot be used in its present condition. It is recom- 
mended that a range be constructed on the reservation 
at Indianapolis capable of accommodating the ~arrisons 
at Fort Wayne, Columbus Barracks, Fort Thomas and 
the new garrison at Indianapolis. As to inspectors Gen- 
eral Grant says: “Recent reforms have added some- 
what to the administrative responsibility of depart- 
ment commanders, and at the same time have taken in- 
spectors general away from the department staff. In- 
snections and special investigations made by officers ac- 
quainted with the wishes and ideas of the denartment 
commander have a great effect on thorough administra- 
tion, and I recommend that inspectors be restored to the 
department staff.” 


The assignment of Capt. Robert M. Berry, U.S.N., to 
duty as commandant of the Charleston, S.C. naval sta- 
tion, relieves Capt. Edwin Longnecker from that posi- 
tion and enables the Department to carry out a long 
cherished plan for the work of completion of the pre- 
liminary plan for that important station. Captain 
Berry bears an enviable reputation for executive ability, 
and possesses as well, a business faculty very rare in 
the Navy. Captain Longnecker will probably soon re- 
ceive assignment to an important command afloat, his 
tour of shore duty having been completed with his re- 
lief of the Charleston command. The command of the 
Charleston Naval Station includes also command of the 
Sixth Naval District of coast defense. Much regret is 
expressed among Charleston people at the detachment 
of Captain Longnecker. 





VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Secretary of the Navy Morton arrived at Portsmouth, 
N.H., Aug. 20 on the U.S.S. Dolphin. As soon as word 
of her arrival was received at the yard Capt. W. W. 
Mead, U.S.N., commandant, went down the harbor in 
his launch and boarded the ship. At a few minutes be- 
fore 11 the launch returned to the yard with Secretary 


Morton, Attorney General Moody and Speaker of the 
House of Representatives Cannon on board. It was 
raining in sheets at the time, and the party landed with- 
out umbrellas and was escorted in the drench rain to 
the administration building. A few minutes later the 
battalion of marines and naval band came hurrying from 
the barracks, but were sent back to their quarters—the 
Secretary of the Navy requesting that the out-of-door 
formalities be dispensed with. The officers of the yard 
were presented to the distinguished guests by Captain 
Mead, and later were tendered a lunch at the com- 
mandant’s residence. The severe storm prevented an 
inspection of the yard, and the Dolphin did not come up 
to the wharf to coal as was intended. 

Secretary of the Navy, Paul Morton, paid an official 
visit to the navy yard, New York, on Aug. 24, and was 
received with the usual honors. He was met on landing 
by Rear Admiral Rodgers and his aides and escorted 
through a line of marines drawn up under command of 
Col. Goodrell. The party first went to Rear Admiral 
Rodgers’ quarters, where the Secretary was introduced 
to the heads of the various departments and the officers 
of the vessels lying at the yard. Then the various shops 
were visited, and the Indiana, Kentucky and Hancock. 
He promised to be present on the occasion of the launch- 
ing of the Connecticut on Sept. 29. 

Rear Admiral Washington Lee Capps, “Chief Con- 
structor of the Navy, who has just returned to Wash- 
ington from a visit to the navy yards at Portsmouth, 
Boston and New York, was at these yards when Secre- 
tary Morton visited them and was able to show the Sec- 
retary the work in progress at these places. 

Figuratively speaking the U.S.S. Minneapolis, flagship 
of Rear Admiral W. C Wise, commanding the Atlantic 
training squadron, was sent to the bottom of the sea, 
by the sub-marine torpedoboat Shark, in command of 
Lieut. C. P. Nelson, off Newport, R.I., Aug. 23. During 
the maneuvers, the training squadron was anchored off 
the torpedo station and consisted of the Minneapolis, 
Columbia and Dixie. In addition there were several 
cutters acting as scouts. On each of the three ships 
all the searchlights were in operation, and the night was 
fairly clear and calm. The Shark ran out beyond Fort 
Adams early, and as soon as darkness came the Shark 
submerged herself and ran for the flagship. Having got 
well in toward her, Lieutenant Nelson brought the 
Shark to the surface within fifty yards, in deadly torpe- 
doing distance of the vessel. The Shark came up directly 
under the fourth cutter of the Columbia, damaging it 
badly and throwing several of the seamen into the water. 
They were all rescued by men in other boats. 

When the Court of Claims rendered a judgment in 
favor of Rear Admiral Silas W. Terry for the differ- 
ence in pay between brigadier general's pay and the 
rear admiral’s old pay while in the lower nine numbers 
of the grade and the Attorney General decided he would 
not appeal the case to the Supreme Court of the United 
States, the rear admirals who are now or were formerly 
in the lower nine expected that they would receive their 
money at an early date by adjustments of the Auditor 
for the Navy Department upon the same basis as al- 
lowed to Rear Admiral Terry. The attorneys for the 
officers, the Messrs. King, have been making active ef- 


forts to secure the adjustment of the remaining claims. 
The Auditor for the Navy Department took up the case 
of Rear Admiral Barclay and allowed the claim, but 


under the law was obliged to refer his decision to the 
Comptroller of the Treasury for action. The Assistant 
Comptroller upon considering the question, found some 
points in the case which he thought had not been fully 
presented to the Court of Claims, and possibly if pre- 
sented might make a difference in the final decision. 
An opinion has been prepared in his office adverse to 
the settlement of the remaining claims and this has been 
the subject of argument there by the attorneys. The 
matter is not definitely decided as yet, but the prospect 
at present seems to be that before these other claims 
ean be adjusted further action in the Court of Claims 
will be necessary in another test case, and possibly an 
appeal to the Supreme Court of the United States. In 
the meantime Rear Admiral Terry has received his 
money, and from present prospects will be the only one 
for some time to have the benefit of the old Navy rates 
in that grade. 

Miss Alice B. Welles, of Hartford, Conn., as been 
invited by the Governor of Connecticut to christen the 
battleship Connecticut, to be launched at the navy yard, 
New York, September 27. The Navy Department was 
this week informed of the fact. An elegant luncheon 
will be a feature of the festivities incident to the launch- 
ing, which will be witnessed by the Secretary of the 
Navy and a large number of distinguished guests. 

The people of Norfolk, Va., express great satisfaction 
at the recommendation made by Rear Admiral Harring- 
ton, commandant of the navy yard, and Naval Constr. 
Stocker and Civil Engineer Thompson, U.S.N., urging 
the lengthening of the new drydock under construction 
to 750 feet in length over all, and 700 feet on the blocks. 
There is another proposition on foot for the construction 
at Norfolk of a smaller dock 250 feet in length, for the 
accommodation of vessels of the torpedo and destroyer 
class. The destroyers Decatur, Barry, Bainbridge, 
Chauncey or Dale, comprising the first torpedo flotilla, 
are among the longest vessels of the destroyer class, each 
being 245 feet long. Under these conditions it will be 
readily seen that any of these vessels could be accom- 
modated in such a dock as the one proposed. Smaller 
vessels also could be docked in such a basin. Other im- 
provements at the yard proposed are: Piers and slips 
in place of the old quay wall, a new coaling pier having 
a storage capacity of 20,000 tons, and a brick wall 
around St. Helena and Cedar Grove reservations. The 
torpedoboat Talbot and the gunboats Alvarado and San- 
doval, have been sent to the Norfolk Navy Yard for an 
overhauling and repairs before the fall session of drills 
and exercises shall begin at the Naval Academy. These 
little craft will be taken back to Annapolis vy midship- 
men crews and officers. 

According to advices from Newport, R.I., Lieut. C. P. 
Nelson, U.S.N., and his crew on the sub-marine boat 
Porpoise had an exciting twenty minutes under water in the 
harbor on Aug. 22, when_it is said she became uncon- 
trollable, and sank to the bottom, at a depth of 120 feet. 
Just what caused the Porpoise to suddenly go to the bot- 
tom and remain there against the will of her commander 
and crew seems somewhat in doubt. From all accounts 
as soon as the boat went down Lieutenant Nelson at once 
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ordered that the tanks be blown out, but to the 
leaking condition of the valves this could not done. 


Lieutenant Nelson then ordered the manning of the hand 
pumps, but owing to the great depth to which the boat 
had settled the men who worked them had little hope that 
they would be of use under the great pressure of feet 
of water. There were eight men in the crew and for 
twenty minutes they manned the pumps, working in re- 
lays, but despite their efforts the boat sullenly kept to 
the bottom, and when water began to pour in from the 
torpedo tube, the at pressure proving too much for 
the valve, it looked as though the boat was to prove a 
living tomb for the imprisoned crew. Seeing this another 
relay went to the pumps, and then as suddenly as she 
had plunged to the bottom the boat began to rise, and 
within fifteen seconds she had bobbed ae ng to the surface 
to the great joy of those on board. e Porpoise is 
now laid up for much needed repairs. Comdr. Frank F. 
Fletcher, of the torpedo station, is reported as stating 
that the accident was due to the fact that the valves of 
the Porpoise leaked. She had not been docked for 
some time, he said, and needed overhauling. Moreover, 
she reached a depth where hand pumps are not sup- 
posed to be of use. He did not think the incident was 
as sensational as had been reported, as the men never lost 
control of the boat and were down but twenty minutes. 

A report from Comdr. G. F. W. Holman, U.S.N., in 
command of the Pennsylvania nautical training ship Sara- 
toga, says that in his outward cruise, thirteen miles 
north of the island of Corvo, Azores, he sighted a lumber 
laden derelict. Alive to the danger of navigation which 
a vessel of this character is liable to prove, Commander 
Holman stood by over night. In the morning he took 
the schooner in tow, and then succeeded in beaching her 
on the northwest shore of Corvo, hauling her well up by 
means of her anchors. 


The navy yard at Pensacola, Fla., is greatly in need of 
a modern plant for the storage of coal, and efforts are to 
be made to supply the yard with this much needed ac- 
quisition. 

During the storm which struck the Maine coast on 
August 20, one of the big towers in the coaling station at 
Lamoine was blown down, making the entire station un- 
fit for use. It will also prove to be a considerable loss, 
as it will take at least $100,000, it is estimated, to put 
the plant back into working condition.» The Navy is at 
present thus left without a coaling station north of 
Charlestown, Mass. 

A board of Revenue Cutter officers, composed of Capt. 
George E. McConnell, president; Capt. Frank H. New- 
comb, Capt. Howard Emery, R.C.S., and Lieut. Charles 
Satterlee, recorder, appointed to investigate the circum- 
stances attending a collision between the U.S.S. Wood- 
bury and the steamboat Sebascodegan, in Portland Har- 
bor on July 18, 1904, have found that the U.S.S. Wood- 
bury was at fault, and that Capt. O. S. Willey and Ist 
Lieut. C. S. Craig (who was the officer of the deck at the 
time of the collision) are responsible. The board has 
recommended that Capt. O. S. Willey be reprimanded by 
the Secretary of the Treasury and be placed on leave for 
one year on half pay; that Ist Lieut. C. S. Craig be 
reprimanded by the Secretary of the Treasury and retain 
his present number in his grade on the official register of 
the U.S. Revenue Cutter Service for a term of one year, 
both for neglect of duty on the occasion of the collision, 
in not strictly obeying the Rules of the Road in not bring- 
ing the Woodbury under control immediately they be- 
came aware of an approaching vessel in a thick fog, the 
exact location of which (vessel) they could not deter- 
mine. Secretary of the Treasury Shaw approved the 
finding of the board, and directed that its recommenda- 
tions be carried out. Captain Willey and Lieutenant 
Craig were also ordered reprimanded by the reading of 
the order in their cases to a muster of the commissioned 
offcers and cadets of each vessel of the Revenue Cutter 
Service in commission. 

The monitors of the Training Squadron, the Florida, 
Arkansas and Nevada, arrived at Washington this week 
with the first class of the Naval Academy on board. 
After inspecting the Naval Proving Grounds at Indian 
Head, the midshipmen were taken to Washington and 
taken over the Naval Gun Factory. Another day was 
spent in seeing the sights of the ~~ capital, in- 
cluding a thorough inspection of the Navy Department. 
The monitors will leave for the lower Potomac to join 
the flag and proceed thence to Annapolis, the cruise of 
the midshipmen ending there. 

In giving the reporters an account of his recent trip 
abroad, Mr. Charles M. Schwab, of the Bethlehem 
Works, said that his trip to the Krupp steel works 
pleased him, since it showed him that the United States 
still held the first place in regard to the quality of its 
armor plate. “I went over to study the method of the 
Krupps,” he said, “because I understood that something 
new in their method of making armor would be of use to 
us. After having made a careful study of the matter, I 
am convinced that we are making just as excellent armor 
plate here, and that until Germany can show us some- 
thing better than they now have we will continue to 
make our plate as it is now made.”

The huge troop ship Sheridan, which dropped anchor in 
the bay near the Presidio wharf early Sunday morning, 
brought a number of casuals, civilians and prisoners, 
and about 140 cabin passengers, prominent among them 
being Miss McKinley, niece of the late martyred Presi- 
dent McKinley, returning to the United States from a 
visit to her brother, Lieut. J. F. McKinley, 14th Cav. 

Capt. 8S. L. Faison, 13th Inf., gave a dinner at the Bo- 
hemian Club last Wednesday evening, for the officers de- 
tailed to act as umpires at the maneuvers on the Rancho 
del Encinal. whe party adjourned after dinner to Fisch- 
er’s theater, where they witnessed the “‘Whirl of the 
Town.”

The water sup- 
ply is at present very good, and ample for the present 
post of Presidio, but of late the General Hospital, the 
Infantry Cantonment and the water taken to posts 
around the bay by boat, make inroads on the supply, 
rendering aay ew a larger system. It is said that 
Lobos creek furnishes 1,000,000 gallons of water a day, 
of which the Government already cwrs one-half. Some 
time ago a local water company buili a filter plant, but 
do not use it. In a short time, it is believed, arrange- 
ments will be made for utilizing for the reservation all 
of the water from the creek. 

The 2th Infantry, or at least the portion remaining 
here, is receiving recruits almost daily, and now have 
enough men to be exercised in company drills. Lieut. 
E. H. De Armond has reported his departure on a 
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month's leave and expects to return in time to engag 
in target practice with his company. .

OHIO JOINT MANEUVERS. 

The entire National Guard of Ohio, in command of 
Major General McMaxen, numbering 6,500 officers and 
men, went into camp at Armitage, near Athens, Ohio, 
on Aug. 15, to remain until Aug. 2. 

The maneuvers, as arranged by Adjutant General 
Critchfield and other State officers, were the largest of 
the kind ever held in Ohio. In former years but half 
of the State Guard went into camp. In addition to the 
National Guardsmen, there was one battalion from the 
ist Inf., two batteries of U.S. Artillery, two troops of 
the 4th U.S. Cavalry, and a battalion of the 27th In- 
fantry, U.S.A. Colonel Arthur Wagner, U.S.A., was 
chief umpire. Governor Herrick and Major General 
Dick, junior United States Senator from Ohio, were 
among those in the camp, living at the division head- 
quarters. 

The force in camp was divided into two brigades as 
foilows: ist Brigade, the ist Regiment, of Cincinnati; 
2d, of Lima; 3d, of Dayton; 6th, of Toledo, Ohio N.G.; 
a battalion of the 27th Regulars, of Fort Sheridan; Corps 
of Engineers, of Cleveland; the Signal Corps, of Toledo; 
Troop B, of Columbus; Battery b, of Cincinnati; Troop 
L, of the 4th U.S. Cavalry; the 14th Battery of Light 
Artillery, of the U.S.A., and various detachments of the 
Militia Hospital Corps. 

In the 2d Brigade there was a battalion of the Ist 
Infantry, U.S.A.; a battery of light Artillery; Troop M, 
of the 4th U.S. Cavalry; the 4th Regiment, of Columbus; 
5th, of Cleveland; 7th, of Ironton, and the 8th, of Bucy- 
rus, Ohio National Guard. 

Following is a list of officers of the Regular Army, de- 
tailed to aid Col. Arthur L. Wagner, chief umpire of 
the maneuvers: Lieut. Col, Alfred C. Sharpe, A.A.G.; 
Major Eben Swift, 12th Cav.; Capt. Tyree R. Rivers, 4th 
Cav.; Capt. Rudolph H. Van Deman, 2lst Inf.; Capt. 
Charles D. Rhodes, General Staff; M. F. Steele, 6th Cav., 
and Lieut. Col, James 8S. Pettit. 

Major Charles Lynch, U.S.A., was 
officer of all the camps. 

The report of the Adjutant General's office showed that 
there were 35 officers and 655 men of che Regular Army, 
and 6,510 men of the State troops in camp. 

The water supply of the camp was very poor, and men 
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had to carry water into the camp, in some cases from 
distant farms. 
A barbed wire fence, separating the intervening field 


between the Ist Regiment and Genral MacMaken’s head- 
quarters, was utilized for telephone purpose. 

In order to stop the noisy demonstrations at Athens, 
made by men from the camp, much to the disgust of 
the citizens there, General MacMaken ordered a provost 
guard into that town. The practice of running away 
from camp at night was largely stopped by the placing 
of guards at the railroad bridge. 

A severe storm broke over the camps at 3 o'clock p.m., 
Aug. 17. Many men were struck by lightning, and some 
seriously hurt. At division headquarters the wind played 
havoc, drenching Governor Herrick and Major General 
Dick and other prominent officials, tents being torn down 
and cut into shreds. In the ist Regiment camp Colonel 
Hake was entertaining Col. James S. Pettit, U.S.A., who 
had just inspected the camp, and Col. C. B. Adams, su- 
perintendent of the Lancaster Reform School. They 
retired to the mess tent and attempted to prevent it blow- 
ing away. The work was soon given up, and the officers 
left it. The next moment it went up in cine air like a 
balloon. Al! three were drenched. A bugler in the zth 
Regulars was stunned. 

On Aug. 18 the Blue army, represented by the Ist Bri- 
gade, and the Brown army, represented by the 2d Bri- 
gade, began maneuvers. 

The general situation was as follows: A Blue force, 
advancing from the south, pushed forward a brigade in 
observation to Armitage. It had crossed the Hocking 
river, and the stream was reported to be unfordable. 
The invadérs had established their camp. Among the 
forces was the Ist Regiment of Cincinnati. General Mc- 
Maken, with a view to guarding his camp pending further 
developments of the Browns, established outposts. Mean- 
while the latter, supposed to be at Glen QOben, pushed 
forward to McLain’s house, and had established outposts. 
The commanders of each force, desirous of knowing his 
enemy’s strength, started his infantry and batteries at 
9 o'clock, the cavalry reconnaisance beginning two hours 
later. The fights of the day took place between the 
cavalry, and became exciting as those of the suiue, con- 
sisting of Troop B, of Columbus, and L of the 4th Regu- 
lars, pushed into the enemy’s country and within a 
quarter of a mile of their camp. 

Those of the Browns consisted of A of Cleveland, and 
Each was accompanied by Regular Army 
The Blue ran across various detach- 
ments of their opponents and succeeded in capturing 
the greater part of each force. Troop A was caught un- 
awares and bagged, the umpires causing them to return 
to camp. Colonel Pettit, U.S.A., and Col. C. B. Adams 
went upon a trip of observation and ran into Major 
Webb Hayes, son of the late President. As Hayes had 
no badge on his arm and being in uniform, he was made 
a prisoner and caused to return to division headquarters 
and cook their dinners. Hayes performed the task. 

A most unfortunate fight occurred in the streets of 
Athens on the night of Aug. 19. in which some men of 
the Regular Army, it is charged, shot and killed Corpl. 
Chatles Clark of Co. D, 5th Ohio, a member of the Pro- 
vost Guard, and wounded Pvt. Watson H. Ohl. Pvt. 
Albert Heald, shot in left leg, and Sergt. William Bless- 
ing, also members of Co. D. 

It seems that a number of disorderly men from the 
camps of the Regulars and National Guardsmen, had 
been placed in arrest at Athens by the Provost guard. 
A mixed crowd of supposedly drunken Regulars and 
Militiamen, started to get square on the guard for ar- 
resting their comrades, and a deplorable fight followed 
in front of the home of Sheriff Murphy. The Regular 
soldiers had loaded revolvers. The men on guard had 
no ammunition. It is estimated that fully 100 shots were 
fired, but it was evident that only a few shots were fired 
deliberately, or the casualties would have been greater. 

The city was at once placed under martial law, under

officers as umpires. 


Regular troops, in command of Captain Galbraith, and 
all men out of camp were rounded up. Fifty rounds of 
ball cartridges were given each man. 

Five men of the 14th Battery of Field Artillery, U.S.A., 
alleged to be concerned in the shooting, were later turned 
over to the civil authorities for trial.

Three men, Mth Battery Field Artillery, turned over to 
civil authorities. Full report later. Body of Corporal 
Nelson, 14th Field Battery, found in Hocking river to- 
day. Duggan, commanding.

It is not understood how Corporal Nelson, l4th Field 
Battery, met his death. Inquiry has been made of Gen-

There was another skirmish on Aug. 3, between the 
Browns and the Blues. Captain Rivers, U.S.A., umpire, 
ruled out parts of a company of the 5th Regiment, Cleve- 
land, and of the 9th (colored) Battalion. When the of- 
ficer reached the scene he found both within 20 feet 
of each other. Each alleged that the other company was 
theoretically dead. Rivers ruled out 33 of the whites 
and seven of the colored troops. Captain O'’Shea's troop 
came to a sudden end at noon. It consisted of L of the 
Regulars, and B of Columbus. They attempted to climb 
a hill where a battalion of the 4th Regiment was hidden. 
All were ruled out as dead. They left the scene of action, 

Another close action was that of the Regiment, 
which pitted itself against several companies of the 7th 
Ohio. The latter won the decision. poth came within 
100 yards of each other. 

Sections of the 6th (Blues) went against Colonel Zim- 
merman’s men, of Cleveland, and won honors, the um- 
pire ruling out several companies. 

Both maneuvering armies fought the last of the three 
sham battles in the vicinity of the Salem church, Aug. 
22, morning, and although the engagement lasted but 
three hours, it came as near being realistic as possible, 
umpires claim. The genera! opinion is that General Mc- 
Maken’s army of the Blues won the battle. The camp 
was broken and the troops returned home on Aug. 23. 
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NEW YORK NATIONAL GUARD. 


Troop C, of New York, Captain DeBevoise, will leave 
for Manassas from Jersey City early on the morning of 
Saturday, Sept. 3.

Major Gen. H. C. Corbin, U.S.A., has granted permis- 
sion to Col. Edward E. Britton, A.A.A.G., on the staff 
of General McLeer, N.G.N.Y., to attend the maneuvers 
in Virginia as a military observer. Colonel! Britton, who 
is known as one of the most enterprising officers in the 
guard, will make the two days’ march from Fort Meyer 
to Manassas with the U.S. Cavalry squadron from that 
place. 

The 14th N.Y., Colonel Kline, will start for Manassas, 
Va., Friday night, Sept. 2, at 11 o'clock, and will take, 
it is estimated, a little over 700 men. They expect to 
arrive at Manasses at 6 o'clock next morning. Some of 
the newly enlisted men will take the place of older 
members unable to get away. 

A third attempt to elect a captain in Co. G, 68th N.Y., 
will be made on Aug. 29. The candidates are ist Lieut. 
B. F. Cummings, jr., and 2d Lieut. J. E. Dillon. The 
first election ended in a draw, the candidates receiving 
30 ballots each. At the second election Mr. Cummings 
received the majority of the votes, but there oe. one 
more ballot than there were voters, and a protest being 
made that some men had not been properly notified of 
the ele:tion, Colonel Duffy set it aside, and ordered a 
third election. Of the two officers Lieutenant Cummings 
is the more experienced, having served during the Span- 
ish War in the United States service. 

A battalion of the 47th N.Y., consisting of Cos. A, B 
and D, will encamp at South Glenwood, L.I1., over Labor 
Day, in command of Captain Jannicke. 

Co, C, 2d N.Y., will encamp over Labor Day at High- 
land Beach, N.J., and Co. B will e to Sea Cliff, L.I. 

At the opening of Pelham Bay Park Saturday, Sept. 
10, there will be a representation from Squadron A, the 
ist and 2d Batteries, and the 8th Regiment, to take part 
in the ceremonies.

in preparation for the Virginia maneuvers, the 12th N. 
G.N.Y., in command of Col. George K. Dyer, and num- 
bering 624 officers and men, went to Van Cortlandt Park 
parade ground on Thursday evening, Aug. 18, for in- 
struction in advance guard and shelter tent drills. The 
officers and men were enthusiastic in the performance 
of thee duty, especially the men, many of whom are 
mechanics and willingly had their pay docked in order to 
be present. 

The regiment assembled at the armory at 6 o'clock 
and paraded with new Krag rifies and shelter tents 
rolied for the first time. So prompt was the regiment's 
movements that 20 minutes later it had boarded a special 
train of 12 cars at the foot of West 6ist street, and was 
en route to Riverdale.

MARDE ISLAND. 
Mare Island, Cal., Aug. 18, 1904. 

The terrible hurricane, which swept over the harbor 
of Apia, Samoa, March 16, 1889, wrecking British and 
American ships, and carrying death and destruction 
in its wake, was brought vividly before the public on 
the afternoon of last Saturday, Aug. 13, when a hand- 
some bronze tablet was unveiled with appropriate cere- 
monies at St. Peter’s chapel at this yard. Much credit 
is due to Chaplain A. A. McAlister and to Lieut. Samuel 


L. Graham, both of whom were on duty on the wrecked 
vessels, and through whose instrumentality, in a large 
measure, the money for the tablet was secured. The 
tablet itself is a handsome piece of work, beautifully 
carved in bronze and bears the following inscription: 

“The tablet to the memory of the men who lost their 
lives in Apia Harbor, Samoa, in 1889, was erected on St. 
James’s day, 1904, by officers of the United States Navy, 
citizens of San Francisco and Trenton, N.J., and by 
British subjects. Executive committee: Chaplain A. A. 
McAlister, U.S.N.; Lieut. S. L. Graham, U.S.N. Designed 
by B. J. 8S. Cahill, esq. Modeled by R. I. Aitken, esq. 
Cast by Equipment Department, Mare Island.” 

The unveiling was also made the occasion of the P'ess- 
ing of the handsome new reredos, recently added to the 
altar, as well as the altar gates, given in memorium of 
the late Bishop Kipp, the first Episcopal Bishop of Cali- 
fornia, and the sanctuary lamps donated a short time 
ago by Rear Admiral and Mrs. Bowman H. McCalla in 
memory of Admiral Porter, Rear Admiral Godon and 
Rear Admiral Alden. 

Rear Admiral McCalla made an address, in which he 
spoke of the three great naval officers, Porter, Godon 
and Alden. Lieut. Samuel L. Graham, made an address 
which was of particular interest from the fact that he 
was deck officer of the Trenton during the time of the 
wreck.

through the heavy mist which overhung the harbor, 
H.B.M.S. Calliope creeping slowly toward them in the 
attempt to pass out of the dangerous harbor, and as she 
passed in her run for safety sprang to the side of their 
own ship, upon which they were facing certain death, 
and gave three mighty cheers for the Bnglish vessel. 
Major B. A. Sherman, of Oakland, and Dr. d’Evelyn also 
delivered short addresses, and the exercises closed with 
the singing of “Old Hundred.”” The clergymen who took 
part in the service were Rt. Rev. W. F. Nichols, D.v., 
Rt. Rev. W. H. Moreland, D.D., Rev. M. D. Wilson, ot 
San Francisco, and Chaplains A. A. McAlister and J. F. 
Fleming, of the Navy. After the ceremonies Rear Ad- 
miral and Mrs. McCalla entertained the guests at a tea 
at their beautiful home. 

The tablet in the chapel, which was unveiled two years 
ago, bears the following inscription: “This tablet to 
the memory of the men who fell at Samoa, in 1889, was 
erected on July 24, 1902, by Charles W. Cramp, esq., of 
Philadelphia, the British-American Union of San Fran- 
cisco, Capt, and Mrs. McCalla, Mrs. P. V. H. Lanasaale, 
of San Francisco, and Miss Maria Lansdale, of Phila- 
delphia, and others who contributed their services: Ex- 
ecutive committee: Chaplain A. A. McAlister, U.S.N.;

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RESULTS OF NO CANTEEN. 

“Private Hoffman, of the ordnance de- 
tachment at Sandy Hook, died Saturday, 
Aug. 20, from wood alcohol poisoning, the 
effect of drinking a cheap grade of bay 
rum,” the New York Sun says. “Sergeant 
Mattigan, of the 95th Company, Artillery, 
died from the same cause last spring. 
These two deaths make 50 per cent. of the 
death rate at Fort Hancock in the last four 
years, and both, according to the officers 
stationed there, are directly traceable to 
the abolition of the post exchange, or ‘can- 
teen.” Both men bore good characters and 
had been in the service several terms of 
enlistment. Neither had been considered 
a heavy drinker before the post exchange 
was removed from the fort, four years ago. 
Before the abolition of the canteen, drunk- 
enness was almost unknown at the post. 
The men were content with the beer sold 
in the post exchange and seldom drank 
heavily when on leave in town. Since the 
abolition of the canteen drunkenness has 
been common, disease has increased and 
court-martials have been frequent. This 
statement was made by an officer who has 
served from Cuba to Alaska. Nearly all 
the officers of the post agreed with him. 

“The saloonkeepers at Highland Beach 
would be glad to see the canteen re-estab- 
lished. They say that the increase in the 
trade with the soldiers is more than coun- 
terbalanced by the trouble caused by their 
heavy drinking and the consequent falling 
off in the regular trade. “We used to be 
glad to see them,’ said one saloonkeeper, 
‘for they would come in and sit down quiet- 
ly for a few drinks. But since the can- 
teen was taken away they get drunk nearl 
every time they have money enough, an 
then they make trouble.’ 

“Every pay day boat loads of the worst 
kind of liquor are landed near the reserva- 
tion and carry on a thriving trade. Noth- 
ing less than a quart bottle is sold, and as 
the men know that they cannot bring the 
stuff into barracks, they drink the whole 
amount at once. The conditions at Fort 
Hancock, according to the officers, are sim- 
ilar to those obtaining at nearly all the 
posts throughout the country. There were 
ninety-eight post exchanges when they were 
abolished four years ago and since that 
time over 700 low saloons and dives have 
grown up in the vicinity of Army posts. It 
was said at Fort Hancock that 90 per cent. 
of the officers of the Army, includine even 
the chaplains, are in favor of the estab- 
lishment of the post exchanges.” 





A NEW SHELTER TENT. 


Lieut. Charles H. Mason, 8th Inf., has 
invented a shelter tent cape, which has 
been favorably considered by the Equip- 
ment Board, and one hundred of the tents 
will be issued to the 8th Infantry for trial 
at the Manassas maneuvers. 

The Mason shelter tent cape is a water- 
proof garment having three distinct uses: 
As a rain cape, a shelter tent and a wa- 
terproof covering for the blanket roll. 
When used as a rain cape the pegs and 
extention flap are fastened up and the 
blanket roll straps in the inside. The cape 
being very full it hangs well away from 


the legs and thus does not hamper the 
wearer while marching. An additional ad- 
vantage of this fullness is that the cape 
can be worn over the blanket roll and 
other accoutrements. 

In using the garment as a shelter tent 
the rifle is used as a center pore, forming 
a tent of the Sibley type, with an approx- 
imate diameter of sevén feet, large enough 
to accommodate one man with his ac- 
coutrements with ease. The fact that the 
tent is constructed of a waterproof mater- 
ial, gives it a great advantage over the 
present form. In place of the rifle it is 
also proposed to use a jointed pole, to be 
carried in a pocket provided for it on the 
inner surface of the cape. If the rifle is 
used as a pole, however, the man can grasp 
the piece and instantly disengage it with 
practically no effort. To remove the rifle 
none of the pegs have to be loosened, and 
the peak of the tent falls, but continues to 
protect as perfectly as before anything un- 
der it. Two men may use one tent, one 
garment being placed on the ground, and 
the second garment being pitched over the 
first. The arm holes spread open by means 
of short sticks, give excellent ventilation. 

In the third use, that of the blanket roll 
cover, the roll should be made with the 
woolen blanket, the care being used simply 
as a waterproof covering. 

The combined weight of the shelter tent 
half and poncho at present in use in the 
regular Army is 9 Ibs. The Mason shel- 
ter tent cape weighs 5 lbs. The reduction 
of 4 Ibs. in the weight of the soldier’s field 
equipment is of great value, while the pro- 
viding of a garment that keeps the soldier 
and his equipment dry, both while on the 
march and in camp, is of equally great im- 
portance and is a thing that is not ac- 
complished by the present equipment. The 
efficiency of this garment is largely due 
to its waterproof qualities. It has been 
found that close woven fabrics, either 
woolen or cotton, preferably the former, 
treated with wool fat or Lanolin are the 
best adapted for this use. e primary 
object which has been constantly kept in 
view in the construction of this garment 
has been to obtain the maximum efficiency 
and durability, at a minimum cost and 
complexity, and it is thought that this has 
been obtained. 
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NOT A TIN SOLDIER. 


The Recruiting Sergeant, fine type of the 
old-time soldier, who, by-the-way, is be- 
coming much too scarce in these days, was 
standing in front of the recruiting sta- 
tion, at 303 Bull street, Savannah, Ga., a 
few days after the unfortunate occurrence 
at Statesboro, Ga. 

A man, evidently an up-country cracker, 
and probably from the neighborhood of 
Statesboro, slouched lazily down the street 
until he nearly reached the sergeant, when 
he stopped, looked at him rather curiously,

SAVANNAH. 


Lord Kitchener, of the British Army, 
recently made an army order placing the 
regimental schoolmaster at the disposal of 
officers, that they might have an o por- 
tunity to complete their elementary educa- 
tions—a good instance of his grim humor. 
But it has often been demonstrated that 
the schoolmaster is needed among the Brit- 
ish officers. Some queer, quaint efforts at 
composition have been made in brigade or- 
ders. A certain major ordained not lon 
ago that: “Reveille will be at 3.30 A. Mm

A new landing gun has recently been 
introduced into the Austrian navy. It is 
the product of the Skoda Works, Pilsen, 
and is entirely of Austrian manufacture, 
says the Militar Wochenblatt. It is a 
2.6-inch gun of nickel steel, and is 18 cali- 
bers in length. The barrel recoils on the 
carriage, and its support moves on a pivot. 
The sy em of laying the gun is that of 
the Austrian field gun, and the elevation 
is effected by two concentric screws. The 
barrel weighs 282 pounds, the carriage 194 
pounds, the brake 16.5 pounds, the axle 
48.5 pounds, each wheel 55 pounds, gun 
and carriage 793.6 pounds, the limber with 
48 rounds, consisting of 16 shells and 32 
shrapnel, 970 pounds. The whole can be 
drawn by ten men. The weight of the 
projectile is 8.8 pounds, and the muzzle 
velocity 1050 feet.
